The brewski beat 


The exploding popularity of craft-brewed 
beer notwithstanding, brewery restaurants 
are nothing more than eateries that happen 
to make their suds on the premises. For that 
reason, they should be held to the same stan- 
dards as any other restaurant. As Robert 
Nadeau seems to understand this, his praise 
of the North East Brewing Co. in the August 
30 issue (Dining Out, Styles) should be con- 
sidered a solid recommendation. 

That said, several beer-related comments 
in the review betray serious misconceptions, 
if not downright ignorance. For example, he 
notes, “[T]he usual opening-batch problem 
with ales is a spoiled aftertaste, usually more 
evident in the lightest ales. At North East, I 
picked up this ugly finish only in the difficult 
‘triple black wheat’ beer, flavored with three 
kinds of fruit (each bearing plenty of wild 
bacterial cultures). The usual difficulty is 
caused, I suspect, by making beer with a 
winemaker’s attitude.” 

Bob may indeed have tasted something in 
the Triple Black Wheat, but I doubt it was 
spoilage — truly spoiled beer tastes so 
raunchy that owners would have to be stupid 
to serve it to today’s beer-savvy consumers. 
As for the comment about fruit “bearing 
plenty of wild bacterial cultures,” the fruit 
used by North East comes aseptically pack- 
aged, i.e., free of bacteria or wild yeast, a 
fact Nadeau could have leaned if he’d asked 


the brewer. Despite his contention that “fine 
beer is not an organic product,” it is precise- 
ly because beer is an organic product that 
brewers must prevent microflora from mak- 
ing their way into the beer. And what does it 
mean to make “beer with a winemaker’s atti- 
tude”? If this is an allusion to brewing with 
fruit, Nadeau and your readers should know 
that fruit has been used in beer for hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of years. 

Another problem: Nadeau writes, “The 
space . . . shows off the copper vats well, 
though much of the actual brewing and ag- 
ing is in stainless steel in the basement. . . .” 
That copper ain’t window dressing, Bob: all 
brewing, actual or otherwise, takes place 
upstairs. 

Nadeau seems to enjoy good beer as much 
as good food. If he’s going to review places 
that offer both, though, he should ask a few 
more questions of the staff and take the time 
to learn a little more about beer and brewing. 
Should he desire tutelage, I’d be happy to 
buy him a pint and share some information.

Robert Nadeau responds: My point about 
“winemaker’s attitude” is that wine is an es- 
sentially natural product — crushed grapes 
will make themselves into wine with only 
moderate sanitation. Beer starts with 
sprouting grain, drying it, cooking up the 
results into soup, fermenting the soup, and 
so on. The brewmeister has to be much 
more of a control freak to get a decent 
product. 

As to accuracy, I taste what I taste. Anything 
I write about process is speculation, because | 
cannot discuss a restaurant’s procedures with 
the owners, lest I be distracted from what is 
served the public. It’s not the only approach, 
but my column is about what you can order in 
a restaurant and how it tastes, uninfluenced by 
any chats with the owners — who may not be 
available on your visit. Mr. Terhune apparently 
has his own newspaper column to explore the 
how-to of beer making, and I will watch it 
carefully to find out what is in the stainless 
steel vats in the basement of the North East 
Brewing Company.

Swedenborg wronged 

I read with interest sah J A. ee about Pe- 
ter Ackroyd’s book Blake: A Biography (“Too Fearful?,” Arts, 
August 30), and was deeply incensed by the reference at- 
tributed to Ackroyd in Ms. Salmons’s account of Sweden- 
borg’s influence on Blake. Her reference to Blake’s “envision- 
ing a utopian social order framed as the ‘New Jerusalem’ ” 
could pass in this instance as true when onc realizes that any- 
oné well-versed in the Christian (not occult) teachings of 
Emanuel Swedenborg can testify that any social order on this 
or any other planet is based first in the achievement of a spiri- 
tual order, without which no other order can exist.

Tupac Shakur 1971-1996 


Twenty-five-year-old rapper and actor Tupac Shakur was intelligent, passion- 
ate, talented, and arrestingly handsome, but by and large he will be remembered 
most for the way he died. Shot four 
times in the chest by an unknown as- 
sailant in a Cadillac that had driven up 
next to the BMW in which he was rid- 
ing, this renowned proselytizer for the 
thug life is now the most famous per- 
son yet to be killed in a gangsta-style 
drive-by. Even his death throes can be 
read in terms of the gangsta’s warrior 
mythos. After being shot in Las Vegas 
on Saturday night, September 7, he 
was operated on the next day to re- 
move his decimated right lung, yet 
somehow he managed to hang on for 
almost a full week after that. He finally 
died on the night of Friday the 13th, 
with his latest album Ail Eyez on Me 
(Death Row/Interscope), which 
reached number one on the Billboard 
R&B album chart earlier this year, still 
in the Top 40. 

Of course, other members of the 
hip-hop community have been killed 
over the years. It might even be ar- 
gued — in hushed voices — that the 
1987 murder of Scott La Rock was a 
far deeper loss to the music. Never- 
theless, no matter who did it, Tupac’s For Tupac, a violent end to a violent life. 
murder will surely become as em- iF . 
blematic for hip-hop as Kurt Cobain’s suicide was for alternative rock. 

The indisputable fact is, Shakur lost his life in a nakedly Faustian bargain. With 
his talent and charisma, he would probably have been a successful rapper even 
if he had followed a straight path, but instead he became one of hip-hop’s 
biggest superstars by openly courting disaster in every arena he could. Now 
some will claim him as a brother to prove they’re every bit as “real”; others will 
use him as a prime example for why the music should be stifled. The argument 
about what his death means started days before he actually left this life. It will 
only grow hotter as his ashes grow colder.

Johnston 
victory is bad 
news for GOP 


Massachusetts House Republican 
Leader Ed Teague’s chances of succeed- 
ing Gerry Studds (D-Cohasset) in the 
10th Congressional District may have di- 
minished considerably with the surprise 
Democratic-primary victory of former 
state Human Services secretary Phil 
Johnston over Norfolk District Attorney 
Bill Delahunt. 

Johnston, an old-fashioned suburban lib- 
eral reformer who shares much of his for- 
mer boss Michael Dukakis’s self-righteous- 
ness, lacks Delahunt’s broad appeal.to both 
progressives and urban blue-collar voters. 
But Johnston also lacks Delahunt’s consid- 
erable baggage. Indeed, negative advertis- 
ing blitzes by Johnston and fellow Demo- 
crat lan Bowles, lampooning Delahunt’s 
$100,000 worth of campaign-financed 
meals, were highly effective in erasing De- 
lahunt’s once-formidable lead. 

Johnston, of Marshfield, is a staunch 
champion of the elderly and the poor, but 
it remains to be seen whether he can ap- 
peal to the middle-class voters who'll de- 
cide this election. 

The Republicans, for their part, may 
have trouble selling Teague, of 
Yarmouth, to voters of the 10th District, 
which comprises the South Shore, Cape 
Cod, and the Islands. The national GOP 
has high hopes for the district, which is 
somewhat more Republican-leaning than 
the state as a whole. But though a mod- 
erate Republican such as US Representa- 
tive Peter Torkildsen, of Danvers, or US 
Representative Peter Blute, of Shrews- 
bury, would be tailor-made for the dis- 
trict’s suburban independents, the con- 
servative Teague’s anti-choice, anti-gay, 
anti-gun-control views will all work in

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Out of the closet, 
into the universe 


It was 10 years ago this month when a con- 
Stellation of readers joined forces at the New 
England Science Fiction Society to form the na- 
tion's first gay, lesbian, and bisexual sci-fi read- 
ing group, the Gaylactic Network. 

On the Gaylaxian agenda, over the years, 
have been such topics as “Queer Characters on 
S-F TV,” and “Homoeroticism in Vampire Fic- 
tion,” and “The Future of Sex Toys,” as well as 
an ongoing quest to investigate the far reaches 
of gender in space. There was also an impas- 
sioned four-year write-in campaign to introduce 
a gay character to the regular cast of Star Trek 
— a show that broke ground for the civil-rights 
movement with the triumphant inclusion of the 
lissome, afro’d Uhura. This failed. 

“Star Trek is actually fairly conservative now,” 
says Christine Conran, who was this year's 
chair of the Gaylaxicon convention, a yearly 
gathering of all 14 chapters. “People would 
throw some crumbs, a little bit of gender-bendy 
stuff, but in general mainstream television is 
more gay-friendly” than Star Trek. 

“One of the comments was, ‘We are very 
sympathetic, but we don't want to alienate the 
whole Midwest,’” she adds, with some bitter- 
ness. “I believe that's verbatim.” 

Although members trace their interest to dif- 
ferent sources, most of the Gaylaxians discov- 
ered science fiction some time before they dis- 
covered they were gay. During those years — 
junior high school, for instance, offered little in 
the way of lifestyle alternatives — science fic- 
tion and fantasy were a glimpse into societies 
with different rules. 

“Maybe where the crossover comes in as a 
group is in feeling different as we grew up, be- 
ing drawn to a genre that is outside of the main- 
stream, imagining other worlds where things 
might be better,” says Lynne Levine, for two 
years president of Boston's Gaylaxian chapter. 
“The rules for gender might be different. There 
might be three sexes.” 

Over the last 10 years, the Gaylaxian subset 
has become a powerful enough voice within the 
science-fiction community to prompt an occa- 
sional “for Christ's sake, not another gender is- 
sue” grumble, Conran says. But by and large, 
sci-fi types are a tolerant group. 

“We were greatly welcomed,” she says. “I 
found it surprising, until it dawned on me that 
people who are into science fiction are really 
into alien cultures, and, here we were, an alien 
culture in their midst.” 

“Anyway,” she adds, “most science-fiction 
fans are a little unusual themselves.”

Pot rally on the Common 


As hemp hysteria fuels Bob Dole’s sputtering presidential campaign, the Mas- 
sachusetts Cannabis Reform Coalition (MassCann) is holding its seventh annual 
Freedom Rally this Saturday, September 21, on the Boston Common. MassCann 
president Bill Downing boasts this will be the largest “anti-arresting-marijuana- 
using-people rally” in the world. 

The rally (slogan: “No More Prisoners: End Marijuana Prohibition Now”) gets 
underway at noon. Speakers include Libertarian Party vice-presidential candi- 
date Jo Jorgenson, Boston political fixture Mel King, and High Times editor 
Steve Hager. Hometown bands Letters to Cleo, Bim Skala Bim, and Gaia Roots 
Rhythm will play during the five-hour rally. i ; 

Last year’s gathering drew 50,000 supporters to the Common to advocate legalization and ordeias Relaliaiaaey minimum 
sentences for pot users. This year, the issue has heated up. The recent disclosure that marijuana use among teens has dou- 
bled between 1992 and 1996 has put crime and cannabis atop the agendas of both drug-war hard-liners and legalization 
boosters like MassCann. 

There were 384,000 arrests in 1995 for possession or sale of cannabis, and 120,000 Americans are currently in prison for 
possessing marijuana. Under the War on Drugs strategy of imposing mandatory minimum sentences, prisons have become 
crowded with nonviolent drug offenders while prison time for violent criminals is falling. In Massachusetts, mandatory mini- 
mum sentences have tripled the prison population over the last decade, and the state currently plans to spend $700 million 
on prison expansion — on top of the $1 billion already spent since 1980. 

Legalization advocates also point to marijuana’s medicinal properties. Though it has proved effective as a pain suppres- 
sant and appetite stimulant — benefiting patients suffering from cancer, AIDS, multiple sclerosis, and glaucoma — pot is still 
classified as a Schedule | drug, which groups it with heroin and prohibits even medicinal use. According to the Western 
Journal of Medicine, 41 percent of doctors favor marijuana legalization for medicinal and recreational use, and 44 percent of 
cancer specialists admit they’ve recommended pot to cancer patients. 

With the news that drug use among teens is on the rise, drugs have become the major — if not the 
only — plank in Bob Dole’s foundering presidential campaign. With a law-and-order shtick that sounds 
more like a sample from the cult film Reefer Madness than a presidential agenda, Dole has promised 
that if elected president, he would deploy the CIA, the Army, and the National Guard to fight drug use, 
and would use reconnaissance satellites and aerial surveillance to track Mary Jane across borders. 

“We’re going to replace the president’s inattention to dangerous drugs with a clear and forceful 
policy of zero tolerance,” he frothed to a crowd of 1500 in Palos Park, Illinois. “That’s zero tolerance. . . . 
Zero! Zero! Zero!” 

Downing dismisses Dole’s stand as the Little Bighorn of the drug war. “We've had plenty of time for 
kids to be immersed in the ‘just say no’ bulishit,” says Downing.

How the governor 
helped stick it to 
the little guy 


T WAS THE third week in June, 1995, and 

Governor William Weld was tearing through 

his State House mail when a personal letter 
caught his attention. Both a warning and a pre- 
diction, the letter cautioned Weld that unless he 
intervened, his administration was poised to help 
rob tens of millions of dollars from insurance policy- 
holders — and put it into the pockets of Wall Street 


money merchants. 


Weld might not have thought twice about the 
letter had it not been written by his 


confidant and trusted advisor, Robert A.G. Monks. An in- 
vestment banking consultant and lawyer who worked in 
the Reagan Administration with Weld, Monks is na- 
tionally known as a voice of conscience in the financial 
world. He has sat on presidential commissions, served 

on boards of directors for numerous public companies, 
authored financial books, and even run for US Senate in 


Maine on the Republican ticket. 


Monks implored Weld to take a serious look at an ar- 
cane, high-stakes transaction called “demutualization.” 
That is the term used when an insurance company 
owned by its policyholders, called a “mutual-company,”. 
converts to a public company able to raise money by sell- 
ing its stock on the open market. The theory is straight- 
forward enough: pay the policyholders a fair price for 
their stake, and then sell stakes in the company to in- 
vestors. Because so much money can be raised, it’s a 
move that’s becoming popular among insurance compa- 
nies nationwide looking to be more competitive in the 


marketplace.

insurance company — was the first 
company to try the maneuver in Massa- 
chusetts. Thus it fell to the Weld Ad- 
ministration to ensure that the 108,000 
policyholders nationwide got a fair price 
from the company for their investment. 
About 10,000 of those policyholders 
were from Massachusetts, mostly work- 
ing men and women. Weld’s steward- 
ship over the deal was all the more im- 
portant because it set a precedent for 
future demutualizations in Massachu- 
setts and nationwide. John Hancock 
Mutual Life Insurance — the state’s 
largest and, with $99 billion in managed 
assets, the country’s ninth largest — is 
widely believed by industry observers to 
be the next in line. 


August 1995, Weld’s hand-picked in- 
surance commissioner approved the ar- 
rangement — a $1.2 billion deal that 
ultimately shortchanged policyholders 
some $105 million, particularly the 
company’s 93,000 individual life-insur- 
ance policyholders. 


HY THE Weld Administration par- 

ticipated in and condoned such a 
flagrant breach of public trust is not so 
much a story. about the so-called demu- 
tualization of an insurance company. 
Instead it’s a story of big money, politi- 
cal influence, backroom dealing, and 
cover-ups. It’s a story of how easily big 
business can commandeer the regulato- 
ry process to advance its financial inter- 
ests. And it’s a story of how William 


Weld — part of the “new breed” of 
moderate Republicans who believe in 
good government — was an accomplice 
in the deal. This the same governor who 
rode into office on the strength of his 
disdain for political corruption, and on 
his record of integrity as a federal pros- 
ecutor, (He once resigned his post in 
the Reagan Administration because of 
ethical misgivings about his boss, US 
Attorney General Ed Meese.) Now, as 
Weld vies for a seat in the US Senate, 
evidence suggests that.he and his ad- 
ministration have succumbed to the 
same coercive influences that he has 
made a career out of denouncing. 
Indeed, a three-month Phoenix inves- 
tigation of State Mutual’s corporate 
conversion reveals a pattern of collusion 






between the Weld Administration and 
State Mutual executives that ultimately 
enriched both of them — at the expense 
of thousands of ordinary mom-and-pop 
policyholders. (See “A Pattern of De- 
ception,” page 12.) The administra- 
tion’s complicity left a clear paper trail, 
obtained by the Phoenix through the 
Freedom of Information Act. The volu- 
minous documents — some of which 
are marked CONFIDENTIAL — tell quite a 
disturbing story: 

¢ State Mutual executives continu- 
ously and successfully applied pressure 
on Weld, his staff, and his supposedly 
independent regulators to speed up the 
approval process. 

© The state Division of Insurance 
disregarded its role as a neutral judge 





And knowing that only a 
handful of other mutual insur- 
ance companies had pulléd off 
similar conversions, the eyes 
of financial analysts nation- 
wide were on the Massachu- 
setts Division of Insurance as 
it made its precedent-setting 
decision. 

Monks was one of those an- 
alysts. He worried that State 
Mutual policyholders were 
about to become the victims 
of corporate piracy — and 
that the Weld Administration 
would be a willing accessory. 
Noting that Weld’s insurance 
division had “eschewed the 
procedural niceties” as it 
rushe@ State Mutual’s plan 
throu the bureaucracy, 
Monks bluntly wrote, “The 
absence of any effective out- 
side independent advocate for 
the economic interest of the 
policyholders. is egregious. 
This raises the perception of 
co-optation.” Monks argued 
that Weld, who in the past 
had’ spoken eloquently of the 
need for corporate citizen- 
ship, immediately form an in- 
dependent blue-ribbon com- 
mission to review the pro- 
ceedings. 

Weld asserts that he was 
not involved. “Monks is a rep- 
utable guy, he’s often right 
... 1 put a little spin on the 
ball and said [to Kevin Smith, 
his chief of staff], ‘Look into 
this and make sure there’s 
nothing wrong here’,” Weld 
recalls from his elegant State 
House corner office. “I try 
not to micro-manage adjudi- 
catory proceedings that the 
[insurance] commissioner 
has, but, you know, on some- 
thing like this, I thought it 
looked like an interesting 
point.” That, Weld says, was 
the extent of his role. 

It’s uncertain whether 
Weld’s professed lack of par- 
ticipation in the State Mutual 
transaction is the genuine 
naiveté of a laissez-faire lead- 
er or the deft maneuvering of 
an adroit lawyer and politician 
who recognizes plausible de- 
niability when he sees it. 

But by the time the gover- 
nor wrote back to Monks in 
July of 1995, a few things 
were certain: that Weld and 
his administration had a 
close and profitable relation- 
ship with the insurance in- 
dustry, and that State Mutu- 
al’s conversion plan would 
receive kid-glove treatment, 
screwing thousands of Mas- 
sachusetts residents and oth- 
er policyholders across the 
country out’of money that 
was rightfully theirs. The 
numbers are staggering. In

Monks wasn't the only promi- 
nent national figure keeping tabs 
on the conversion of State Mutual, 
now known as Allmerica Financial 
Corporation. Consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader, a classmate of 
Monks at Harvard Law School, 
also monitored the process. 

“This. was corrupt symbiosis 
between the government of Mas- 
sachusetts and the company 
managers,” says Nader. 

“Weld was clearly on the alert, 
and he didn’t care,” adds Nader, 
whom Weld calls “a buddy of 
mine” from his days in Washing- 
ton. “He figured he could use 
the insurance department as a 
buffer and the hand of account- 
ability wouldn’t reach him.” 

Jason Adkins, the crusading 
executive director of the Cam- 
bridge-based Center for Insur- 
‘ance Research, was the most 
adamant critic of the plan as the 
approval process unfolded (see 
“Duck. and Coveg-Up,” page 
21). “This adminigtration’s in- 
surance department and its high- 
priced legal advisors knowingly 
engaged in criminal conduct,” he

O UNDERSTAND how so much 

money could be misdirected with 
such ease, one first must understand 
what might charitably be called a quirk 
in the American legal sys- 
tem. For many years, in- 
surance companies have 
fought — successfully — 
to prevent the. federal 
government from keeping 
an eye on them. Instead, 
it falls to 50 different 
state governments, some 
more vigilant than others, 
to stand up to the $3.1 
trillion industry. 

In Massachusetts, the process is all 
the more susceptible to corporate coer- 
cion. Some states elect their insurance 
commissioners. Most others, such as 
Texas and Vermont, require their legis- 
latures to confirm the governor’s ap- 
pointment. But Massachusetts is one of 
only a handful of states that permits the 
governor to appoint an insurance com- 
missioner without legislative confirma- 
tion. That means that the insurance 
commissioner ultimately reflects the will 
of only one person: the governor. 

So it’s understandable that the Massa- 
chusetts insurance industry has an ample 
record of using its influence to the fullest 
— and of going too far. The Weld Ad- 
ministration and the members of the 
state legislature have repeatedly been 
reprimanded in recent years for ethical 
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violations stemming from their cozy rela- 
tionship with the insurance industry. In 
fact, just five months before Monks sent 
his June 1995 letter to the governor, 
Weld’s former insurance commissioner, 
Kay. Doughty, was fined $2000 by the 
state ethics commission for “routinely” 
accepting free dinners and tickets from 
insurance lobbyists and executives. 

A year before, Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger indicted Marshfield insur- 
ance executive and Republican fundrais- 
er Peter Cook for violating state cam-

paign-finance laws in 1990 by illegally 
funneling $16,000 into the Weld/Cel- 
lucci campaign. (Late last year, a Supe- 
rior Court judge threw out the case, cit- 
ing procedural errors. The Attorney 
General’s office is appealing.) Also in 
1994, Lieutenant Governor Paul Celluc- 
ci was fined $275 for allowing William 
Sawyer, former chief lobbyist for the 
John Hancock Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, to pick up his restaurant tabs 
when he was a state legislator. Because 
Cellucci and Sawyer had been friends, 
the relatively small fine was apparently 
levied to send a message to Cellucci 
about the appearance of impropriety. 
John Hancock lobbyists were also im- 
plicated in former insurance commis- 
sioner Doughty’s case. But that was be- 
fore the mega-insurer and its chief lob-

byist, William Sawyer, became fully em- 
broiled in one of the state’s most notori- 
ous political scandals. After the dust 
settled, John Hancock had paid $1.1 
million in fines for illegally wining and 
dining dozens of state legislators. 

(Sawyer’s 1995 bribery conviction 
was overturned this summer in feder- 
al court. Prosecutors say they will 
retry the case. Meanwhile, one of 
Sawyer’s primary benefactors, former 
House Insurance Committee chair- 
man Francis Woodward, went on trial 
in federal court this 
week for accepting Su- 
per Bowl and golf trips 
from John Hancock.) 

And it was none other 
than Sawyer and John 
Hancock officials that 
drafted; and then aggres- 
sively lobbied for, the 
state’s first demutualiza- 
tion law, known at the 
time as the Hancock bill. 

While Sawyer worked the state legis- 
lature, Stephen Brown, then John Han- 
cock’s president and now its chairman, 
took his case right to Weld. In a 
November 1991 letter to Weld, he 
asked the governor to “look favorably 
on this important matter to John Han- 
cock.” Weld obliged and signed the bill 
into law. 

By then, Weld had already begun ac- 
cepting large amounts of campaign 
money from péople tied to the insur- 
ance industry. (See “What Money Can 
Buy,” page 26.) And State Mutual cer- 
tainly did its part to keep Weld’s atten- 
tion as it set out on its multi-million- 
dollar conversion odyssey. (For the 
record, Weld’s opponent in the US Sen- 
ate race, John Kerry, does not accept 
campaign contributions from PACs.)

HE DEMUTUALIZATION legis- 

lation that Weld signed into law in 
1991 was a simple two-page docu- 
ment that opened the door for all mu- 
tual insurance companies in the state 
to convert into publicly held opera- 
tions. It charged the state Division of 
Insurance with overseeing the process. 


And that law was only the begin-. 


ning. By 1993, State Mutual was at- 
tempting to amend the law to suit its 
own needs. The new law would limit 
the state’s powers to a legal review of 
the final version of the plan, meaning 
that the state wouldn’t have a work- 
ing knowledge of the exceedingly 
complex plan before public hearings 
and final approval. But State Mutu- 
al’s top brass was finding that the 
ethical cloud over Beacon Hill was 
making legislators less willing to go 
to bat for the company. 

That’s when State Mutual president 
John O’Brien made an indignant call 
to Weld’s office. 

In a memo to Weld dated Novem- 
ber 2, 1993, the governor’s personal 
secretary informed the governor that 
O’Brien, who had spoken with Weld 
at a friend’s gathering the week be- 
fore, was disturbed by the lack of 
progress his bill was making. Even the 
insurance comimissioner, he said, was 
balking. 

“He is at a loss at [sic] to what to 
do,.arid mentioned: that he was lean- 
ifig towards not moving the 300 jobs 
toeMarlborough that he had originally 
@hticipated doing,” the memo said, 
Vithout explanation. (Weld says he 
doesnot know what O’Brien was al- 

“luding to, and is unclear whether 
those jobs were ever moved.) The 
pOntinued: “Mr. O’Brien wants 
to speak with you about this issue, 
and..I.don’t think you should have 
such a conversation:”

That 
is not an issue.” 

Considering that Ruthardt is sup- 
posed to be an objective judge of all 
insurance matters, it’s telling that she 
voiced her support for the conversion 
two years before State Mutual ever 
submitted a plan for her approval. 

Ruthardt, known for her imperious 
schoolmarm manner, now explains 
that she merely supported the idea of 
demutualization. “We made no 
promise,” she insists. 

To further emphasize the distance 
she claims to have kept from the com- 
pany, Ruthardt notes that around that 
time, she turned down a Weld 
staffer’s request to arrange a meeting 
between her and O’Brien. It would 
have been improper, she says. 

A year later, however, Ruthardt’s 
thinking seems to have changed a bit.

Yet that is exactly what 
happened. For 15 months, 
Officials at the Massachu- 
setts Division of Insurance 
withheld some 200,000 
pages of public docu- 
ments, making it impossi- 
ble for Adkins and his 
clients to fully evaluate the 
deal. Now, a year after In- 
surance Commissioner 
Linda Ruthardt approved 
State Mutual’s plan, the 
reason the Weld Adminis- 
tration treated those pub- 
lic records as state se- 
crets is clear: it wanted to 
cover up its breach of 
public trust in ushering 
State Mutual’s plan 
through the government 
bureaucracy. 

Yet even today, despite 
legal reprimands from the 
Secretary of State’s Divi- 





and a ruling issued by a 
Superior Court judge that 
raised strong doubts 
about the legality of the 
Division of Insurance’s 
tactics, Ruthardt remains 
undaunted. And through it 
all, Weld continues to 
support her. 

“She strikes me as a 


straight shooter,” the gov- 


_ernor told the Phoenix. 

Adkins first ran up 
against the Weld wall in 
the spring of 1995, when 
he made a public-records 
request asking for all 
documents related to 
State Mutual’s conver- 
sion plan. 

At first, Adkins was sim- 
ply driven by the skepti- 
cism he’d developed dur- 
ing his years as a Ralph 
Nader protégé in Wash- 


_kins’s public-records re- 


quest, it tumed over only 
about 40 pages’ worth of 
appointment calendars 
out of more than 200,000 
pages of records it had in 
its possession. The re- 
maining documents, it 
claimed, were exempt 
from the state’s public- 
disclosure laws because 
they were either part of a 
“special examination” or- 
dered by the commission- 
er or “related to policy 
positions currently under 
development.” 

Adkins now contends 
that the state was simply 
buying time until after the 
plan’s approval, blocking 
his access to evidence 
and expert opinions that 
cast serious doubts on 
the plan’s propriety. And if

ington. But he later repre- 
sented three State Mutual 
policyholders who shared 
his misgivings about the 
company’s plan to go 
public. They, too, doubted 
they would be getting 
their fair share of the com- 
pany’s assets. 

Their suspicions were 
well founded. Here it was, 
May 1995, only a month 
before the public hearings 
on the plan, and the com- 
pany was just notifying 
policyholders of its plan to 
“demutualize.” The an- 
nouncement came in the 
form of a virtually impene- 
trable 250-page mailing.

that was the state’s inten- 
tion, it proved successful. 
The plan was approved by 
Ruthardt on August 2, 
1995, cheating smaller 
policyholders out of mon- 
ey they deserved. By that 
time, Adkins had still not 
received any substantive 
documents from the state. 
The deed had been 
done, but, for Adkins, the 
story wasn’t over yet. That 
month, the Massachusetts 
Secretary of State’s Public 
Records Division issued 
its decision. The Division 
of Insurance’s refusal to 
turn over the documents, 
it said, was in violation of 
state law, with a few nar- 









lic Records Division then — 
ordered Ruthardt’s office 
to release the rest of the 
records. 

Massachusetts law re- 
quires state agencies to 
turn over public records 
within 10 days after they 
are requested. Yet a 
month after the Secretary 
of State’s office ordered 
the Division of Insurance 
to hand over its docu- 
ments, the division came 
up with only enough 
records to fill about half a 
file drawer. And much to 
Adkins’s dismay, there 
were still no records con- 
taining any substantive re- 
view or discussion of the 
plan. 

Last November, the 
center filed suit against

claiming that Commis- 


sioner Ruthardt “shrouded 
in secrecy” her office's 
participation in developing 
the plan she approved, 
and that she “grossly 
abused her authority by 
withholding documents.” 
In the meantime, Adkins 
made a trip to the New 
York Insurance Depart- 
ment, which had also re- 
viewed the plan. The state 
of New York, Adkins dis- 
covered, was much more 
forthcoming than Massa- 
chusetts. It gave Adkins 
numerous documents that 
Ruthardt’s office had re- 
fused to provide. Among 
them were records that 
one of the center’s lawyers 
says were “smoking 
guns.” They showed how 
lawyers for the state and 
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. uthardt says she never made the presentation.

In an October 1994 memo to Priscilla 
Douglas, then the Massachusetts secre- 
tary of consumer affairs, whose office 
oversees the Division of Insurance, 
Ruthardt said she was “very concerned” 
that New York’s decision to hire outside 
advisors — a decision made in part be- 
cause of the state’s refusal to turn over 
financial records — “will significantly 
delay the process and may result in State 
Mutual abandoning its business plan to 
demutualize.” 

By then, Ruthardt had shed all 
pretense that she was a neutral ar- 
biter. Instead, she appeared partic- 
ularly mindful of the pressure on 
her division, from State Mutual 
and the governor’s office, to push 
the plan through. “We still have a 
situation where we are being asked 
to keep the tracks clear so the train 
can keep moving, but the train is still in 
the yard,” she wrote in another letter to 
Douglas’s office. 

And — testimony to just how far over 
the Chinese wall Ruthardt had jumped 
— records show that she made at least 
two calls to top New York insurance of- 
ficials involved in the matter. 

For her part, Ruthardt now distances 
herself from her interaction with the 
New York Insurance Department. 

“New York never said it was opposed 
to the plan,” she asserts. “I assume that, 
just as we had some issues that were 

‘worked out, they must have had some 
issues to work out.” 

Richard Mastrangelo, for his part, 


seemed to take New York’s hesitation 
personally. He traveled to New York 
twice in an attempt to iron out the prob- 
lems — trips that were perhaps motivat- 
ed by the questions he says he was get- 
ting from the governor’s office about 
when a final ruling would be made on 
the conversion. 

He now says he was angered by New 
York’s attempt to hijack a decision that 
was supposed to be made by Massachu- 
setts regulators. Yet memos addressing 
Massachusetts’s battle with New York 
indicate that Mastrangelo shared 
Ruthardt’s concern that further delays 
would result in State Mutual’s spending 
a lot more than the $25 million it had al- 
ready sunk into the plan. 


Why would Mastrangelo have thought 
that an open discussion of the plan’s 
merits at a public hearing would embar- 
rass the commissioner? 

To help bring New York around to its 
line of thinking, the state did something 
that critics now say was a flagrant viola- 
tion of state law: it “leaked” (in the 
words of a lawyer retained by the Divi- 
sion of Insurance) to New York regula- 
tors documents that state officials had 
previously claimed were legally not pub- 
lic records. The package sent to New 
York also said Massachusetts regulators 
would “leak additional materials.” 

And when Massachusetts and New 
York finally did come to terms, both 
states made concessions about how

By February 1995, Mastrangelo’s 
frustration had boiled over. State Mutu- 
al’s board needed to approve a plan 
within three days if it was to meet its 
self-imposed timetable, and New York 
still hadn’t given ground. 

Mastrangelo called New York’s deputy 
insurance commissioner, Peter Serio, a 
Republican who was new to the post. 
With photos of his Nixon Administration 
mentor Elliot Richardson looking down 
from his office walls, Mastrangelo plead- 
ed with Serio to overrule his staff and 
their advisors. He asked for Serio’s as- 
surance “that my Commissioner will not 
be embarrassed by a letter or an appear- 
ance at our hearing.” 
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much policyholders would receive — 
concessions that shortchanged policy- 
holders some $105 million. The smallest 
policyholders were hardest hit. 


OLICYHOLDERS were to be paid 

in two waves: first, a fixed amount to 
be distributed evenly to everyone; then, a 
second payout that went to a smaller 
group of the company’s more important 
policyholders — those who held larger 
stakes, or had been with the company 
longer. 

New York had argued that the portion 
of the company’s assets devoted to the 
first wave — the so-called “fixed” pay- 
out — was too low, meaning that all the 


108,000 policyholders would get less 
than they deserved. Massachusetts and 
State Mutual had proposed to distribute 
10 percent of the company’s total assets 
— $63.5 million, or $588 each for all 
108,000 policyholders. 

That 10 percent, as Monks later noted 
to Weld, was significantly lower than the 
figure used in previous demutualizations 
around the country. The State of New 
York and the Center for Insurance Re- 
search argued that 20 percent was a 
fairer figure. In Maine, whose demutual- 
ization statute is similar to Massachu- 
setts’s, the figure for the state’s only de- 
mutualization to date was even higher: 
22 percent. In New York, it was also 22 
percent. 

Charles Carroll, a partner at 

Ernst & Young who assisted the 
state in its financial assessments, 
said the figure was “not scientifi- 
cally arrived at.” But, he added, 
the total amount was considered 
ample for each policyholder by 
State Mutual and the others in- 
volved in developing the plan. 

In the end, New York agreed to 
that 10 percent. Had the fixed payout 
been set at 20 percent of the company’s 
value, all policyholders would have re- 
ceived $1176 each, rather than the $588 
they got — or a total of $127 million. 
That’s an additional $63.5 million that 
policyholders never saw. 

On the second wave of payment — 
the so-called “variable” payout — it was 
Massachusetts that conceded. But, as 
before, it was the little guy who lost out 
again. 

The issue hinged on a debate over 
which formula to use in distributing the 
company’s remaining assets among: the 
policyholders who qualified. The first

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formula, known in the industry as 
“historic only,” would pay qualify- 
ing policyholders in proportion to 
the value of their investment. The 
second formula, called “historic 
plus,” would take into considera- 
tion the projected future value of 


each policy. Because 
group policies tend 
to increase in value 
as time goes on, as, 
for example, compa- 
nies hire more em- 
ployees, the “historic 
plus” formula effec- 
tively shifts money 
away from individual 
policyholders, 
60,000 of whom 
were eligible for the 
second part of State 
Mutual’s payout, and 
toward 15,000 group 
policyholders. 

State Mutual’s 
lawyers — from Bos- 
ton-based Ropes & 
Gray and the high- 
powered New York 
firm Debevoise & 
Plimpton — con- 
cluded in 1994 that 
Massachusetts law 
“required” the first 
formula; the state’s 
lawyers agreed. But 
then New York in- 
sisted that Massachu- 
setts approve the 
“historic plus” plan. 

Then, without ex- 
planation, State Mu- 
tual’s lawyers and fi- 
nancial advisors, as 
well as lawyers for 
the Division of Insur- 
ance, completely re- 
versed their 1994 le- 
gal opinions. In their 
1995 reports, they 
concluded that the 
historic-plus method 
was “fair and reason- 
able” to policyhold- 
ers. According to 
State Mutual’s own 
calculations, their 
180-degree turn- 
around ended up 
costing mom-and- 
pop individual policy- 
holders an average of 
$688 apiece — for a 
total of about $41.3 
million. 

Asked why Ropes 
& Gray altered its 
position, Douglass 
Ellis, a partner in the 
firm who worked on 
the project, replied: 
“Good question.” He 
referred inquiries to 
another lawyer in the 
firm, who was later 
instructed by State 
Mutual/Allmerica not 
to discuss the matter 
further. 

(Allmerica’s top of- 
ficials also declined 
the Phoenix’s re- 
quests for interviews.

One 
was a contracted consul- 
tant; the other was a new 
staff lawyer named Joe 
Mulkern. 

If Ruthardt was looking 
for a patsy in Mulkern, 
she didn’t find one. And 
if Monks was Governor 
Weld’s voice of con- 
science, Mulkern, a 
strait-laced 30-year-old 
with the clean-cut looks 
of an Eagle Scout, was 
Wilson’s. 

Soon after Mulkern be- 
gan reviewing the State 
Mutual proposal, he 
sensed something was 
amiss, and bluntly voiced 
his misgivings in a series 
of interdepartmental 
memos. For example: 

© In a March 28, 
1995, memo to his col- 
league, William Harpin, 
Mulkern asked, “[S]ince 
the Comm’r has the final 
say on whether the plan 
passes muster with [state 
law], is this not all just a 
formality to give the ap- 
pearance of satisfying 
procedural due process 
requirements, when in 
fact the end result will be 
a purely policy-based de- 
cision disguised as an im- 
partial “quasi-judicial” 
ruling?” 

® On April 20, 1995, 
Mulkern wrote to Wilson

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gate or individually.” 

Indeed, it wasn’t until May of 
1995, a month before the public 
hearing on the plan, that policyhold- 
ers received a 250-page packet of 
complex information from State Mu- 
tual in their mailboxes that for the 
first time outlined the conversion and 
what policyholders would be paid. 

Mulkern’s last statement is also 
startling in light of the fact that the 
state is legally required to ensure that 
policyholders get all the money they 
are entitled to. It also lends credence 
to Nader’s assertion that the Division 
of Insurance and State Mutual “de- 
ceived and tricked policyholders into 
ratifying their agreement.” 

Mulkern’s assessment of how little 
policyholders knew about the finer 
points of the plan may explain why 
they overwhelmingly approved State 
Mutual’s proposed plan in June 
1995. Soon afterward, it was sub- 
mitted to the state for final approval. 


TATE MUTUAL and the Divi- 

sion of Insurance may have 
thought they were in the home- 
stretch by then, but they faced an 
unexpected eleventh-hour obstacle. 
And the state again 
showed the lengths 
to which it would go 
— including violat- 
ing Massachusetts 
public-records laws 
— to get the plan 
approved. 

Despite the land- 
slide approval of the 
plan by policyholders, there were a 
handful of policyholders who were 
not pleased with the plan — or 
with how late in the game they had 
been informed of it. 

Three of those policyholders con- 
tacted Jason Adkins at the Center for 
Insurance Research, which had al- 
ready begun looking into State Mu- 
tual’s conversion, Adkins attempted 
to participate in the public review 
process on behalf of his clients, but 
says he was shut out by the Division 
of Insurance at almost every turn. 

“They made our lives difficult, no 
doubt about it,” he says. “They at- 
tempted to restrict access to infor- 
mation and blocked our ability to 
meaningfully participate — through 
obfuscation, procedural abuse, and, 
as it turns out, criminal misconduct 
in the denial of public records.” 

State Representative James 
Marzilli (D-Arlington) was equally 
concerned about the process that 
had brought State Mutual’s plan 
within weeks of approval. Calling the 
plan “a hostile takeover from the in- 
side,” Marzilli filed legislation in 
June 1995, calling for a one-year 
moratorium on a final decision on 
the plan to allow policyholders 
time to review it carefully. 

But State Mutual’s Beacon 
Hill lobbyists quickly took ac- 
tion. They flooded legislators’ , 
mailboxes with letters oppos- 
ing the bill, pressed key law- 
makers, and, in a mass mail- 
ing, asked state policyholders 
not to allow legislators to 
stand in the way of the 
plan. 

“The only re- 
maining approval 
needed before you 
receive your compen- 
sation is that of the 
Massachusetts Commis- 
sioner of Insurance,” said WW 
the letter. 

Marzilli’s bill never made it 
out of committee. And he’s 
not surprised. 





















“There are two big political cur- 
rents flowing through this,” he 
says. “One is the broad stream of 
industries buying public policies 
that benefit them. The other stream 
is that of the Weld Administration 
and its Division of Insurance’s too- 
close relationship with the compa- 
nies they should be regulating.” 

The legally mandated “public” 
hearings that took place in the 
summer of 1995 were carefully 
scripted by the Division of Insur- 
ance and went off without a hitch. 
The only voice of opposition came 
from Adkins, the policyholders he 
represented, and their experts. 

After the public hearing, State 
Mutual sent an 88-page memo to 
the state which detailed why the 
plan should be approved, and which 
attempted to discredit assertions 
made by the plan’s opponents. 

Predictably, the state’s presiding 
officer, Janice Wilson, thereafter ig- 
nored concerns about the plan ex- 
pressed by her staff lawyer, and rec- 
ommended that Ruthardt approve it. 

Much of Wilson’s 60-page deci- 
sion was taken, word-for-word, 
from the company’s post-hearing 
memo. Wilson declined the

Phoenix’s request for comment. 

In August 1995, Ruthardt con- 
curred with Wilson and announced 
her unwavering support of State 
Mutual’s conversion to Allmerica 
Financial Corporation. She stated 
in a press release that policyholders 
were being well served and that it 
was “a major move forward for the 
Commonwealth’s important finan- 
cial services industry.” 


O ADD insult to injury, when the 

company first sold shares on the 
stock market two months later, the 
rich got richer. As with all initial pub- 
lic offerings (IPOs), it was an elite 
group of clients — wealthy investors 
well-connected to the underwriters 
— who had the first opportunity to 
purchase shares. In this case, Monks 
had argued to Governor Weld that 
the dealmakers were setting the share 
price ($21) too low. When the shares 
began to trade, he predicted, the 
price would immediately rise, giving 
the initial investors a windfall. 

That, in the end, is exactly what 
happened. Within a week of trading, 
the share price climbed from $21 to 
$26. The upshot: $55 million 

(the $5 difference in share 
price times the 11 million 
shares) went mostly to the 
bank accounts of a select 
group of investors. And the 
policyholders had no way 
of knowing that their 
stock had been under- 
valued. About two- 
thirds of the policy- 
holders hung onto 
the stock distributed 
to them as part of 
, the deal, and 
thereby reaped 
the benefits of the 
price climb, but the 
other one-third 
cashed out their 
shares at $21 and 
never got the benefit 
of that bounce in the 
stock price. As of 


September 17, the stock’s value had 
climbed to 32. 

Now, nearly a year after Weld’s 
commissioner approved the plan, 
it’s clear that State Mutual’s execu- 
tives had more in mind than ex- 
panding the company as they rail- 
roaded the plan through the Divi- 
sion of Insurance. 

Beginning in October, the com- 
pany’s latest proxy statement shows 
that its top executives are poised to 
receive up to 2.35 million shares 
stock awards — that is, outright 
gifts — and stock options (the 
right to purchase a specified num- 
ber of shares at a set price) over 
the next 10 years. They’re entitled 
to receive up to 500,000 shares 
each — a bonus far larger than 
would have come their way had 
they been stuck in the old mutual 
company’s relatively confining in- 
come-bonus brackets. 

In the extreme case, if the compa- 
ny’s board of directors were to ap- 
prove the maximum bonuses, each 
executive would stand to gain some 
$16 million at today’s stock value; 
the total awards could hit more than 
$75 million. 

There’s good reason to believe 
that the board of 
directors won't 
shortchange the 
company’s’ top 
brass. One incen- 
tive: next month, 
board directors 
who don’t work for 
the company (all 
except president 
and CEO Jack O’Brien) will be giv- 
en an “automatic grant” of 450 
shares each, or about $14,400 at 
today’s market value. Beginning 
next year, the company will give 
them each 800 shares annually, or 
more than $25,600 at today’s rate. 

In the final analysis, it’s clear 
that State Mutual’s policyholders 
were the only losers in this .high- 
stakes game. State Mutual’s execu- 
tives, Weld, and Wall Street all re- 
ceived their payoffs. But policy- 
holders were left hanging by a Divi- 
sion of Insurance that ignored well- 
founded warnings by respected fi- 
nancial experts, that shut the public 
out of a public process, that operat- 
ed behind closed doors to develop a 
plan with a company it was sup- 
posed to regulate, and that reflex- 
ively rebuffed critics and illegally 
withheld public records from them. 

But all the talk of the state not 
fulfilling its obligation to protect 
the company’s policyholders 
doesn’t faze Insurance Commis- 
sioner Ruthardt. 

“This was probably one of the 
most scrutinized events in the insur- 
ance industry in the last five years,” 
she says, noting how proud she is of 
her staff's handling of the process. 

For Nader, the Weld Administra- 
tion’s handling of the State Mutual 
deal exemplifies government’s 
moral erosion and offers a warped 
blueprint for other companies intent 
on following the company’s lead. 

“The governor deserves severe 
censure by the legislature and 
should be severely reprimanded at 
the polls,” he says. “And if the in- 
surance department displays the 
same traits next time, Weld should 
be impeached.” 

Informed of Nader’s denuncia- 
tion, Weld simply smiled wryly, and 
said nothing. «

the company reversed their legal opinions about 


which formula the state required them to use to 
distribute policyholder assets —- a move that cost 
individual policyholders tens of millions of dollars. 

That reversal, and the motivation for it, should 
have been discussed during the public hearing, 
argues David Kelston, a Boston attomey who 
serves as the center’s outside litigation counsel. 

“What we found in New York showed to me the 
most egregious bad faith on the part of Massa- 
chusetts officials,” Kelston says. “They sup- 
pressed evidence that was critical to public de- 
bate, then claimed disingenuously that there was 
no evidence in existence whatsoever that sup- 
ported our claims.” 

When Suffolk Superior Court Judge Peter Lauri- 
at became aware of the New York records during 
a hearing last January, he peppered the division’s 
lawyers with questions. And later that month he 
voiced strong skepticism about the Massachu- 
setts division’s rationale for keeping its docu- 
ments confidential. 

Last April, on the eve of depositions scheduled 
for senior Division of Insurance staff that were to 
be taken under oath, Ruthardt released to the 
center about 23,000 additional documents, hoping 
to end the lawsuit. 

But by then, Adkins says, he had no reason to 
trust the division, and he rejected Ruthardt’s claim 
that she had produced all the documents. It was 
obvious from the documents she had provided, 
he says, that many more were missing. The center 
pressed on with the suit. 

Adkins’s skepticism proved well-founded: 
Ruthardt’s office then released another 150,000 
pages of documents, filling 61 boxes. 

Richard Mastrangelo, general counsel and 
deputy commissioner for the Division of Insur- 
ance, claims his department was withholding the 
documents in the interest of corporate privacy. 
“They were given up at that time,” he says, “in an 
effort to resolve a lawsuit once the company told 
us that they no longer needed to have the docu- 
ments we were holding as a matter of proprietary 
information.” 

But a Phoenix review of the recently released 
paperwork turned up plenty of documents that 
could not be considered “proprietary information.” 

“| must confess,” Mastrangelo replied, “that | 
have not taken the time to read all the 100,000 
documents or more, so | can’t comment on what 
is or isn’t in there.” 

By the time the Division of Insurance released 
the latest load of documents, both the Weld Ad- 
ministration and State Mutual had already begun 
fighting dirty. After Ruthardt’s approval of State 
Mutual’s plan, the only thing standing in the way 
of the deal was the prospect of a legal appeal by 
the Center for Insurance Research, which Adkins 
was openly considering. Adkins agreed to negoti- 
ate with State Mutual’s lawyers, who were at 
times less than cordial during their discussions. At 
one point, Adkins recalls, a State Mutual lawyer 
threatened: “You appeal this thing, | don’t care 
what happens, we’re going to sue you and your 
clients, and money is of no consequence.” 

The company declined comment. 

During those negotiations, State Mutual’s 
lawyers provided Adkins with documents and fi- 
nancial data that he hadn’t been shown before. 
Adkins said the documents convinced him that, 
even though the plan was flawed, it was unlikely 
that a judge would overrule the state’s decision. 
it was the same conclusion the state’s own out- 
side lawyers reached in 1994, when they wrote a 
memo to the division stating, “Courts do not 
generally overturn the findings of insurance 
commissioners.” 

With that in mind, Adkins says, the center and 
his clients abandoned the idea of an appeal af- 
ter winning what they believed were significant 
concessions from the company. The conces- 
sions included: the disclosure of financial data 
not previously provided, an independent monitor 
overseeing reserves set aside to protect policy-

holders in the future, and an 
agreement by the company 
not to block the center’s ef- 
forts to obtain State Mutu- 
al’s documents from the Di- 
vision of Insurance. 

They also agreed to a con- 
fidential, out-of-court settle- 
ment. The settlement gave 
$75,000 to each of the three 
policyholders Adkins repre- 
sented, $175,000 to the cen- 
ter, and $200,000 to pay at- 
torney fees and expenses. 

But even after signing the 
agreement, Adkins persisted 
in pressing the Division of In- 
surance for public records on 
the State Mutual deal. And 
that irked Mastrangelo. 

The story took an even 
stranger turn when Mas- 
trangelo made a formal re- 
quest to Alimerica Financial 
Corporation, the company 
resulting from State Mutual’s 
conversion, for a copy of the 
confidential agreement be- 
tween the company and Ad- 
kins’s center. The request 
was granted. Then, four days 
later, according to phone 
records obtained by Adkins, 
Mastrangelo made a phone 
call to Boston Globe busi- 
ness writer Steve Bailey, who 
was covering State Mutual’s 
conversion. Minutes after 
Mastrangelo’s call, Bailey 
faxed a public-records re- 


quest to Mastrangelo asking 
for the agreement. 

Bailey dated his request 
December 9, 1996. Because 
that date was still 11 months 
away, the center’s court fil- 
ings suggest that Bailey 
“clumsily” attempted to pre- 
date his record request so it 
would appear that Mas- 
trangelo wasn’t orchestrating 
its release, but merely re- 
sponding to a public-records 
request. However, the cor- 
rect date, January 9, 1996, 
was imprinted on the top of 
the request by the fax ma- 
chine on which it was sent. 

The next day, Bailey’s sto- 
ry appeared in the Giobe. It 
disclosed the terms of the 
confidential agreement. The 
article also suggested that 
Adkins and the Center for In- 
surance Research had sold 
out. Several publications 
across the state wrote their 
own follow-up stories. 

Bailey says the wrong date 
“was strictly an error,” and 
that his request was one of 
many he had made, at least 
verbally, to the division. “My 
recollection is that | had 
made more than one written 
request,” he says, “but 

frankly I’ve only been able to 
put my hand on that one.” 

“| have no doubt in my 
mind that State Mutual knew 
exactly what Mr. Mastrangelo 


wanted it for,” charges Kel- 
ston, “and Mr. Mastrangelo’s 
sole purpose in getting the 
settlement was to disclose it 
in a fashion intended to em- 
barrass the center.” Kelston 
also notes that the center, 
through its litigation, was 
bringing a great deal of pres- 
sure on the Division of Insur- 
ance at the time. 

“It’s abusive for govern- 
ment to treat its critics in that 
way, rather than meet them 
on the substance of their 
concems,” he says. 

But Mastrangelo says he 
was simply responding to a 
reporter's public-records re- 
quest. 

“Contrary to the opinion of 
some, we do not look for 
ways to withhold public 
records. Rather, we take very 
seriously the requirements 
we are given by state law. ” 
he insists. Over the last three 
years, he continues, “this di- 
vision . . . has been as open 
as the division has ever been 
against the onslaught to seek 
documents [people] are not 
entitled to. They will not be 
given willy-nilly to people 
who might use them in a 
manner to destroy the finan- 
cial viability of an insurance 
company.” 

The center’s public- 
records suit against the Divi- 
sion of insurance is pending. 


In the meantime, Adkins 
has uncovered more disturb- 
ing evidence of the lack of 
regard he says the Division 
of Insurance has for the law. 

Recently released records 
show that, in an effort to dis- 
suade the New York insur- 
ance Department from fur- 
ther delaying State Mutual’s 
conversion, the state illicitly 
shipped New York's top in- 
surance officials documents 
that it had previously said 
were legally protected, confi- 
dential materials — docu- 
ments that were not public 
records. 

In a faxed cover letter sent 
with documents to Mas- 
trangelo’s working group and 
its advisors on February 24, 
1995, the state’s outside le- 
gal counsel in New York 
wrote: “I attach a package 
that we propose be ‘leaked’ 
... later today.” 

One of the documents in 
the package noted that the 
state would later “ ‘leak’ ad- 
ditional materials.” 

Adkins says, “It should 
worry them that by leaking 
documents to New York, that 
they denied giving to the 
center, they knowingly violat- 
ed the open-government law 
— and now could face fines 
and up to a year in prison.” 

Nancy Merrick — who, as 
Weld’s new director of con- 


sumer affairs, oversees the 
Division of Insurance — con- 
siders the allegation serious. 

“tf documents were not 
public and they were di- 
vulged, obviously that’s a 
concern,” she says. “Those 
are the types of things we 
are going to want to talk 
about and review.” 

Another deal ripe for re- 
view is Ruthardt’s approval 
last month of the $275 billion 
mega-merger between 
Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company and Boston-based 
New England Mutual Life In- 
surance Company — the 
largest life-insurance merger 
in the nation’s history. 

The Center for Insurance 
Research is again embroiled 
in a public-records skirmish 
with the Weld Administration 
and has filed another lawsuit 
against Ruthardt and her di- 
vision. The suit alleges that 
Ruthardt’s office is again 
massive quantities of public 
records that would have giv- 
en policyholders the informa- 
tion they need to make an in- 
formed decision before vot- 
ing on the plan. 

“The division,” Adkins 
says incredulously, “is like an 
unrepentant child whose 
caught with his hand in the 
cookie jar.”

In self-imposed solitude, 


Alice K. is learning to cope 


Mind over matter

with profound discomfort, with a deep and abiding 
ache. 


A lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, writhing 


There is nothing physically wrong with Alice K. — 


nothing muscular or skeletal to account for this sensation 
— but the pain feels literal and acute, as though it did 
spring from a tangible source. In a word, Alice K. hurts. 

I am alone, Alice K. thinks. J hurt because I am alone. 

Actually, that is not quite true. Alice K. knows this. She 
has chosen to be alone, at least for the time being. Her 
mission is to sit still for an undetermined period of time, a 
month, maybe two, maybe even longer. Her goal is to 
avoid distraction — at least messy, human distraction — 
and to allow herself simply to feel. It all seems very Zen: 
just be, just see what comes up, just allow the truth to bub- 
ble up from deep inside; but to Alice K. it feels like impor- 
tant work — a crucial, if rather ill-defined, exercise. And 
what’s been striking to Alice K., what’s causing her to 
writhe with this aching discomfort, is how extraordinarily 
difficult it is, how very painful. Feel, don’t act. Sit, don’t 
run. Tolerate the discomfort, rather than trying to escape 
it. For weeks now, Alice K. has been spending hour upon 
hour by herself, attempting to name and then 
digest whatever feelings come up. 

The feelings have not been 
pleasant. There’s been 
loneliness. There’s 
been boredom. 
There’s been 
an edgy, rest- 
less confu- 
sion. And, 
above all, 
there’s been 
a deep, elu- 
sive sadness, 
a feeling that 
feels ancient 
and primal and 
the source of 
which she cannot 
identify. Alice K. has 
been crying a great 
deal, just sitting there on 
her sofa and weeping without quite 
understanding why. 

“What is this?” Alice K., sniffling, asked Dr. Y. as they 
sat in his office during their weekly session. “Where is all 
this sadness coming from?” 

Dr. Y., the ever inscrutable Dr. Y., couldn’t answer 
that — which, of course, enraged Alice K. She wants 
names, dates, places: she wants Dr. Y. to sit there, pen 
and pad in hand, and wrap up her experience in a nice, 
clean package: “Here! Look! This is why you feel the way 
you do! This is how your family history and your neuro- 
chemistry and your life experience have combined to turn 
you into the person you are!” And yet on another level, 
Alice K. is beginning to understand that such information 
would be useless, valuable solely on an intellectual level. 
“What difference would it make?” Dr. Y. keeps asking 
her. “If I were to tell you, “You’re unhappy because you 
felt neglected as a child,’ or, “You feel sad because of 
something that took place in infancy,’ would that really 
make you feel any better? Would that make it any easier 
for you to sit alone in your apartment with yourself?” 

Alice K. hates Dr. Y. for making statements like that, 
and she hates him because she knows he’s right. No: 
understanding the precise roots of her feelings is not the 
point this time around. Alice K. has spent years in therapy 
— many of them with Dr. Y. — tackling that aspect of her 
emotional makeup and she’s well-versed in sources. She 
has picked apart her relationship with her mother, her 
father, her siblings, her peers as a child and adolescent and 
young adult. She has traced Feeling A to Experience B 
countless times, crediting her insecurity to X, Y, and Z, her 
tendency toward depression to N, O, and P, her social and 
romantic and sexual anxieties to R, S, and T. And what 
astonishes her now — what pisses her off, really — is that 
none of this understanding has really made a whit of differ- 
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ence in her day-to-day life. It may have helped her explain 
her feelings, but it hasn’t made them any easier to live with. 

She finds herself whining in therapy. “Why won’t the 
feelings just go away?” she said at her last session. “I 
thought figuring them out would make them dissolve.” 

Dr. Y. smiled and shook his head slightly. “I don’t 
think they every really ‘go away,’ ” he said. “You’re 
human, and humans have feelings — oftentimes unpleas- 
ant, difficult feelings. I think the real work is learning to 
tolerate them, learning to manage them differently.” 

Alice K. sank into her chair. This sounded overwhelm- 
ing. She said, “But how do I do that?” 

Dr. Y. smiled again. “I think you’re doing it, right 
now.” 

Alice K. said, “Ugh.” 

And yet she persists. Alice K. feels as though she is wear- 
ing an emotional monitor, some kind of psychic EKG. A 
feeling comes up as she’s sitting there in her apartment — 
the boredom, the ennui, the sadness — and she forces her- 
self to register it, then asks herself questions: What do I do 
with this feeling? How have I managed it in the past? How 
can I manage it now? This is excruciatingly difficult, far 
harder than she might have imagined. 

This evening, for example, Alice K. had an early dinner 
with Elena Z., then came home to her empty home. Dr. Y. 
has told her that it’s important, during this period of self- 

imposed solitude, to try to enjoy herself, to have 

some fun: “The idea isn’t just to sit 

there and feel miser- 
able,” he says. “It 
shouldn’t be an 
exercise in self- 
torture.” And 

yet Alice K. 

can’t quite 

find her way 
onto that 
path, the one 
labeled “plea- 
sure” or “con- 
tentment.” 

Sitting there, 
Alice K. looked 
at her watch. It 
was only eight 

o'clock, the night 
stretched out ahead 
of her, and she felt 
restless and edgy. 
Here I am, she 
thought. Here I am feeling restless and edgy. 

Then she thought, Okay: how do I usually cope with 
feeling restless and edgy? She ran through a mental list: 
eat a quart of ice cream and then feel fat and gross. Get 
drunk and then feel numb. Call whatever lunatic guy I’m 
involved with and then focus on that instead. Bad 
answers. Bad, bad, bad. 

And yet coming up with a new list of options — a 
healthier, more sustaining list — feels inordinately prob- 
lematic, extremely confusing. She sat on her sofa tonight 
for 15 minutes, her mind blank. What do I want to do? 
she thought. What would make me feel better, happy, more 
content? Every option she came up with — reading, 
watching TV, writing a letter — felt somehow dissatisfying 
and incomplete, and this puzzled Alice K. deeply. She 
couldn’t tell if she was dismissing such options because 
they’d genuinely be unsatisfying or because she simply 
couldn’t get out of her own way, couldn’t allow herself to 
enjoy her own company. She sat and sat. She flipped idly 
through a few magazines. She contemplated cleaning her 
apartment (and promptly dismissed the idea). She 
watched some bad TV and finally, at what felt like the 
embarrassingly early hour of 9:30 p.m., she surrendered 
and went to bed. 

Now, lying there, Alice K. feels like a failure. She is 36 
years old and she doesn’t have the faintest idea how to 
take care of herself, how to soothe her own soul, occupy 
her own mind. 

“You'll find the way,” Dr. Y. had promised. “If you give 
yourself the chance, you'll find the way.” 

Alice K. stares up at the ceiling. But how? she thinks. 
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And when? &

The lost body part 


if the employment rate 
of manicurists is any 
indication, nails are 
back in a big way.

“THAT’S MY BABY.” Michelle at Perfect 10 with a 
picture of Romeo, one of her two red-headed toy poodles, 
seated on his bed. She dyes her own hair to match theirs. 












The human fingernail is a plate of 
protein. The nail is horny, 
translucent, rectangular, mostly 
convex, and attached on its un- 
derside to the finger’s skin, which 
glides forward with the nail and is 
shed imperceptibly over time. 

The nail grows at a rate of 
around one tenth of a millimeter 
per day. The nail of the third fin- 
ger grows faster than the nail of 
the fifth finger, 
and both grow 
faster than the nail 
of the toe, al- 
though the toenail 
compensates with 
an admirable stur- 
diness. The human 
fingernail differs 
from, say, the 
equine hoof or the 
ursine claw only in 
terms of size. 

This season, hu- 
mans are opting 
for a manicure 
known as the Mia- 
mi French, i.e., 
deep-red lacquer 
with a thin, white border, or for a 
New York French, i.e., a double 
layer of semi-opaque marshmal- 
low-colored lacquer with the 
same white border, or a range of 








corpselike non-earth tones that 
drifted over from the West Coast 
sometime this spring. At Perfect 
10 Nails in Arlington, they are 
coming in for the New York 
French, and for toe work, and for 
a deeply female interactive je ne 
sais quoi. 

“We get people who come in 
here sometimes . . . sitting here, 
they just start to cry,” says Addie 
Tammara, a manicurist at Perfect 
10 Nails, her head bent over a 
short oval-tipped French. “Trou- 
ble with their boyfriend, or their 
husband, or something at work. 
We try to pay them a lot of atten- 
tion,” she says. “Sometimes I feel 
just like a barmaid.” 

On this particular Wednesday, 
no one is crying, but throughout 
the hottest hours of the day — 
while their feet soak in scented 
water, while small machines blow 
a stream of air on their fingertips, 
while they wait, and wait, and 
wait, and wait, for their nails to 
be finished — the assembled 
women carry on an eternal muted 
dialogue. 

On Omar Sharif: “I'd park my 
slippers under that dude’s bed 
any day.” On eau de cologne: “I 
remember the first bottle I ever 
got. I thought, J have arrived.” 








On polish discoloration linked to 
stubbing out cigarettes: “You 
gotta twist the head, not boom 
boom boom with the finger.” On 
the ever-popular maternity-ward 
pedicure: “Everyone and their 
mother is down there. You hope 
they’re looking at your toes.” 

And so on until closing. 

“It is difficult to exaggerate the 
importance of the influence of the 
beauty parlor in America,” wrote 
the British novelist Elinor Glyn 
during a trip to America late in 
the 19th century, when manicure 
shops brought the private acts of 
toilette into the light of day. Hu- 
mans had already been preoccu- 
pied by their nails for 3000 years, 
but there was something shocking 
about it — an intrusion of inti- 
macy into the marketplace, like 
going to the theater in slippers. In 
those days, men were barred from 
the profession because prolonged 
contact with the female hand was 
considered too sexually arousing. 

Nail enamel itself was not in- 
troduced until the 1920s, when, 
according to industry lore, Cutex 
based a lacquer on the chemicals 
used to paint automobiles. Since 
then, the nail salon has waxed and 
waned and reached a point of 
near-saturation, burgeoning into 








a $5-billion-a-year industry. Between 1994 and 
2005, the number of working manicurists will 
likely grow by 69 percent — a rate higher than al- 
most any industry not catering to the infirm elder- 
ly, according to Department of Labor statistics. 

In large part, this growth comes thanks to arti- 
ficial nails, which stopped looking like stick-on 
lima beans about five years ago, and which made 
it possible to make a living just doing nails. It’s 
not a particularly good living; at California Nails 
Academy, in Quincy, 90 percent of the students 
are Vietnamese immigrants, who have an unsur- 
passed willingness to work 17-hour days and 
count out the $10,000 in cash it takes to open a 
nail salon, without the benefit of loans or credit. 
Most students there don’t even have a checking 
account. 

As costs go down, our hands — as a nation — 
look better, and over the last several years nails 
have become a market segment that generates its 
own trends. Local manicurists trace this phe- 
nomenon to Chanel’s Vamp, which rolled over the 
eastern seaboard like a bruise-colored tsunami 
two years ago, leaving the manicure world perma- 
nently transformed in its wake. This year, Vamp 
has given way to the peculiar aesthetic of Urban 
Decay and Hard Candy, which have advanced the 
idea that fingernails need not be pretty. 

All this adds up to an excitement that mani- 
curists have awaited for some time, as American 
cuticles crept forward unchecked. It’s been a long 
and frustrating wait, best expressed by one testy 
pedicurist from North Carolina, who dashed off 
the following letter to Nails magazine: 

“I am sad to say I have heard every excuse for 
not having [a pedicure],” she seethes.

Nail salons are bound to become more and 
more important to us, and not just because of our 
cuticles, says Andrea Sercu, managing editor of 
NailPro magazine. 

“As computers take more control of our lives, 
nail salons will be more important in terms of per- 
sonal interaction,” she says. “Also, people are 
drinking less. They need places to go.” 

Indeed, Perfect 10 holds its regulars like a tar 
pit holds a Tyrannosaurus. Its technicians have

Asked how she feels about giving a manicure to 
another manicurist, one Perfect 10 employee says 
bluntly, “I would rather give a pap smear.” 

“If I see a woman with bad nails, it means she 
doesn’t take care of herself.

“My father used to 
say to me, ‘Adeline, we’ve got to take care of your 
teeth, and we’ve got to take care of your nails.’ 
These are your jewels, not your tools.” 

In the corner, co-owner Kimberly Messina ap- 
plies polish in neat strokes to Nancy Leone, 
whose nails turned a corner exactly 11 years ago 
when she began using nail extensions. By now her 
nails have built up to an almost supernatural so- 
lidity. They look about as fragile as lug nuts. 

Leone, a yellow-haired housewife, nods em- 
phatically at something Tammara has said. She 
embraces the gospel of the manicure. “It’s right 
up there with the Boston Edison bill,” she says. 
“I work my whole life around this appointment.”

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REBIRTH OF THE 


SWING 





East Coast or West Coast, in barrooms and ballrooms, a new 
generation kicks up its heels. This isn’t your grandfather's Lindy. 


(Well, maybe it is.)

E HAS A GRAY beard, metal-rimmed 
HH glasses, and a growing bald spot. She 

is tall, blonde, and 25, wearing a shiny 
brown skirt cut just above the knee. 

They are strangers when they meet. Five 
minutes later, on the dance floor, their fin- 
gertips touch. 

It is Monday night — Swing Night — at 
Johnny D's, and Jack Lynch, a tall, slightly 
rumpled man in a T-shirt and jeans, leads 
this pair and several others through a begin- 
ners’ lesson. He tells the women to lean on 
their left feet, the men to curl their fingers as 
if they're holding a beer can. He demon- 
strates each move with his partner, Marie 
Lawlor, a stocky woman whose aggressive 
dancing style brings to mind the slashes of a 
high-school halfback. 

The free lesson is over in a half-hour. 
Lynch presses PLAY on a tape deck and the 
opening bars of Duke Ellington’s “Take the 
A Train” fill the room. The new dancers 


practice the steps, their confidence increas- 
ing with every beat. They twist, twirl, and 
feel the rhythm. And when the music’s over, 
like a soldier shipping out the next morning, 
he asks her name. 

“Nancy,” she says. 

Relationships like this form every Monday 
night at Johnny D’s. What started three 
years ago with a handful of devotees has be- 
come a sweaty, wall-to-wall affair. On aver- 


age, 100 dancers — some nationally ranked, 


others here for the first time — converge on 


the Davis Square rhythm & blues club, turn- 


ing it into an old-time dance hall. 


Which is strange, since swing — and part- 


ner dancing in general — was supposedly 
killed off 35 years ago by the Twist. The 
strobe-driven disco and regimented line 
dances of the "70s and ‘80s did little to re- 
vive it, and, by the time raves and techno 
clubs took over, dancing had long been 
something you did in the dark, between 
drinks, usually with strangers.

Monday is easily bartender Mike 
Qualtiere’s worst night. The Lindy is wild 
and athletic, too fast to be danced with a 
bottle in your hand. And without the booze, 
scoping is reduced to a glance or (at its most 
forward) an invitation to the dance floor. 
Unlike other retro trends, swing dancing is 
not about copped poses or props. (Think of 
the martinis and cigars of lounge.) There is 
no uniform. If anything, the dress at Johnny 
D’s is decidedly unhip: turquoise sweat 
pants, button-down shirts, white socks, 
sneakers, shorts. 

If swing people feel nostalgic, it’s not for 
the sophistication of the Copa, but for the 
simpler ways of a different past. They want 
someone to come up and ask them to 
dance; they want to stay sober; they want to 
find a dance partner who might, at the end 
of the night, ask for a phone number, not a 
nightcap. 

“We're tired of the same old stuff, going 
to a bar, standing around, having a drink 














and watching other people prowl 
around,” says Tina Kerstein, 28. “Hav- 
ing to come up with forced conversa- 
tion and worry about whether some- 
one’s going to proposition you. When 
you go dancing, you certainly can have 
drinks, but they ask you to dance and 
that’s what you’re there for.” 

A new generation of dancers has 
been gathering in increasing numbers 
over the last year at Johnny D’s and a 
network of studios, clubs, and ball- 
rooms throughout Greater Boston. At 
the Veronique Ballroom in Brookline, 
after two years in the minority, the 
younger crowd has started to outnum- 
ber the over-40s at the dances Dan 
Mezrich runs. Mezrich, who once 
didn’t know if swing would survive the 
’90s, today sees a ballroom full of 
twentysomethings poised to dance into 
the next century. He is so sure of swing 
that he’s selling the cleaning business 
he’s run for 15 years to devote himself 
to running dances full time. 

The demand has spread to the point 
that several colleges now teach swing, 
including Boston University, MIT, 
Northeastern, and Harvard. Swing 
competitions thrive from New York to 
California. And if you want to dance in 
Boston, there’s a place to go seven 
nights a week. (A calendar is available 
on the Boston Swing Dance Society’s 
Web site: www.totalswing.com/.) 

“You look back at Harlem, the Savoy 
ballroom, when swing dancing was re- 
ally in its heyday and it was something 
people looked forward to,” says David 
Cajolet, a 28-year-old graphic designer. 
“Sometimes I feel like I would like to - 
have been part of a different era than 
the one I’m in.” 

But does he? The era Cajolet and 
many of the new swingers long for dif- 
fers dramatically from today’s scene. 
The Harlem Renaissance, which 
spawned Ellington, Cab Calloway, and 
writers Zora Neale Hurston and 
Langston Hughes, was about reckless 
abandon, both sexual and artistic. The 
spirit of today’s swing is clean-cut and 
low-key. If the new swingers are turn- 
ing back to that past, they’re looking 
through G-rated glasses. 

Swing descended from the 
Charleston, a wild dance characterized 
by lifting the heels alternately out and 
back while the knees touch. The 
Charleston, emerging after a World 
War and during Prohibition, differed 
from the ballroom dances that came be- 
fore, primarily because it was usually 
part of a stage show. Swing maintained 
the energy of the Charleston, but by re- 
quiring a partner, recaptured intimacy 
lost when the tango and waltz went out 
of style. Swing’s other big advance over 
the Charleston was the Breakaway: lit- 
erally a separation in which the dancers 
could improvise. 

The Lindy Hop, swing’s most popu- 
lar variation, was named after aviator 
Charles Lindbergh and thrived in 
Harlem’s Savoy Ballroom in the late 
20s. On a given Saturday night, you 
might have caught Ellington or Cal- 
loway’s bands cranking out tunes as 
Leroy “Stretch” Jones and Little Bea 
squared off against “Twistmouth” 
George Susquehanna and Edith 
Matthew. On Tuesdays, the floor was 
reserved for the best dancers; others 
would dance outside on the sidewalk. 

This is in sharp contrast to today’s 
scene. Anyone can toss down $6 for the 
Johnny D’s dance and nobody gets 
locked out. Mickey Bones, a local 
drummer, started the Monday-night 
dance three years ago simply to see if 
his new juke band — the Jump Crew 
— could move an audience. Johnny 
D’s didn’t have live shows on Monday, 
so he got the go-ahead. The first few 
dances attracted only a small group, 
many of them in their 40s and 50s. But 
within a few months, word of the dance 
had spread to the younger people who 


live in Davis Square and attend shows 
at Johnny D’s. Today, about 100 peo- 
ple, the majority in their 20s, pay the 
$6 door charge for an informal lesson 
and a live band to practice to. 

If you come to Johnny D’s without a 
partner, you are paired with a stranger. 
As the experienced swingers sit around 
the dance floor, talking and waiting for 
the band to start, the beginners listen as 
Lynch and Lawlor tell them how to 
step, rock, and spin. The first dance, of 
course, is always the hardest. 

“You feel awkward. You’re trying to 
get your body to do these steps it 
doesn’t want to do and it doesn’t feel 
right,” says Nate Boyer, a 22-year-old 
Museum School student. “If you make 
it past that, you'll fall in love and want 
to go back every week.” 

The dancers at Vera’s (as the 
Veronique is sometimes known) tend 
to be slightly more experienced. The 
ballroom is located in Brookline, across 
from the Longwood stop on the Green 
Line, in the same complex as the 
Veronique restaurant and Longwood 
Tower condominiums. Under dark 
wooden ceiling beams, Dan Mezrich 
runs a dance that’s more elegant than 
Monday nights at Johnny D’s. A dozen 
women wear black evening dresses. 
Many of the-men wear ties. Jack Lynch 
has left his T-shirt at home in favor of a 
handsome button-down shirt and black 
jeans. 

Mezrich, the 43-year-old DJ, admits 
that swing is his life. As soon as he sells 
his cleaning business, he’ll dedicate 
himself to producing dance CDs and 
working as a DJ. In the meantime, the 
chubby, clean-shaven man who, with 
his shirt open to the chest, looks more 


like a used-car salesman than a 
Casanova, talks passionately about 
swing. Getting the dance going is al- 
most a science, he says, pointing to the 
CDs he’s divided into four thick 
binders, each to suit a particular mood. 
Standing on the balcony that overlooks 
the dance floor, Mezrich puts on Bran- 
ford Marsalis’s Buckshot Le Fonque to 
show what a good beat can do. 

The disc starts, and the dancers be- 
low wait to see where the song is going. 
A few seconds into the selection — 
“Some Cow Fonque (More Tea, 
Vicar?)” — the crowd is moving. 

“It’s got a strut, it’s got a shuffle,” 
says Mezrich. “It makes you want to

dance, it makes you have to dance.” 
He’s the host of the party, but some- 
times Mezrich angers members of the 
swing-dancing community. He has a 
habit of criticizing others, particularly 
the Boston Swing Dance Society, a 
group he says has done too little to help 
him build his Thursday-night dance. 
And he speaks of a rift between the two 





most popular kinds of swing dancing: 
East Coast and West Coast. (East 
Coast, or Lindy, is the more traditional 
form that’s usually danced to big band 
music. Over the last decade, West Coast 
has developed as a way of modernizing 
swing without losing the spirit of the 
dance over the last decade. It is slower, 
allowing more space for improvisation 
between beats. West Coast can be done 
with more contemporary music, every- 
thing from hip-hop to Bonnie Raitt.) 
Of the Boston Swing Dance Society, 
which he links to the older style, 
Mezrich says: “I don’t like them. They 
don’t help me. They’re East Coast, and

I’m like a new religion coming to town.” 

Which is an odd thing to say, consider- 
ing that the Society’s co-president, Lisa 
Klietz, is at Vera’s tonight dancing with 
none other than Jack Lynch. (Mezrich, in- 
cidentally, says he would never dance with 
Klietz. Around here, that’s about the worst 
thing a fellow could say.) 

“He’s not a bad guy and he does a great 
job at Vera’s,” says Lynch. “But it’s sort of 
silly how he’s always criticizing people. The 
Swing Society is a bunch of amateurs. 
They just try to promote swing dancing. I 
don’t think they do any favors for Dan, but 
I don’t think they do any favors for anyone 
else.” 

Kleitz, who wears a yellow sleeveless 
blouse and a black skirt, is taken aback by 
Mezrich’s criticism. 

“I’m just trying to do a good job,” she 
says and takes a deep breath. For a few 
seconds, it is hard to tell whether she’s go- 
ing to curse or get teary-eyed.

“I don’t dance with him,” she says final- 
ly, and leaves it at that. 


OLITICS ASIDE, what matters on this 

night is that Mezrich has brought in a 
big gun. 

That’s Robert Cordoba, the sideburned 
Californian who, at 32, has been named the 
top swing dancer in the country three of 
the last four years. (The competition is held 
in Anaheim.) Mezrich has paid him $100 
to make a brief appearance at Vera’s. 

During the first hour of the dance, as 
Toni Lynn Washington’s band plays the 
ballroom, Cordoba sits at a table in the 
Veronique, consuming clams, soup, and 
paté. He is a man whose eating and exer- 
cise habits seem to be locked in a kind of 
competition, one which he may be starting 
to lose. With his mouth half-full, Cordoba 
details his dancing life: ballroom competi- 
tion at 14, study in London during his 20s, 
a leap into the West Coast style five years 
ago. 

Though he still enjoys the Lindy, Cordo-

ba considers the West Coast boom swing’s 
most important development. It is why, he 
theorizes, the dancers are finally getting 
younger. Instead of bopping to Count Basie 
and Fletcher Henderson, they can put on 
Buddy Guy or even A Tribe Called Quest. 

“West Coast can attach itself to any kind 
of music,” he says. “And that way, the 
dance won’t die.” 

A few minutes later, on the dance floor, 
Cordoba has shed his thick glasses and the 
lights have been turned up bright. The 
dancers, who had been elbow-to-elbow, 
have cleared the floor. They eagerly await 
his first step from the side. Cordoba’s white 
shirt is open at the neck and tucked into 
his black pants. His black hair is parted 
and a crucifix hangs from his neck. He 
stands like a bullfighter, a willing target as 
soon as Mezrich calls a line-up. This is 
; when one dancer — in this case Cor- 
doba — takes on anyone who decides 
to queue up on the side of the floor. 

It’s similar to what happened at 
Johnny D’s a few nights earlier, except 
the object of that line-up, Al Davis, was 
a middle-aged man wearing shorts and 
high socks. Davis, a longtime member 
of the Davis Square scene, announced 
he’d be moving to San Francisco. This 
was his last swing night. 

The line at Vera’s forms after a few 
beats of hesitation. Cordoba takes on 
an Asian man who teaches in San 
Francisco. The crowd hoots as heads 
bob and bodies twist in sync through 
the off-beats. Then a trio of twen- 
tysomethings throw themselves to the 
master: Barbara, a blonde in a red 
dress; Eva, who wears a tight white 
shirt, black pants, and heels; and Eliza- 
beth, a tall woman in a dark two-piece 
Lycra dress with a bare midriff. 

When the song is over, Cordoba 
bows to acknowledge the applause. 
Elizabeth Schwartz, on the sideline, 
hugs her teacher, Neil Klein, and heads 
to the water coolers. 

Schwartz is 29, a displaced New 
Yorker with hazel eyes and dark hair. She 
started swing dancing three years ago and 
has competed in New York, Washington, 
and Phoenix, where she proudly notes her 
sixth-place finish. 

“Anybody who knows me knows the first 
words out of my mouth are, ‘Do you know 
I swing dance?’,” she says. 

Eva, Helena, and Jennifer approach, 
three of her friends on the scene. Schwartz 
says she sees nothing strange about her 
commitment, how in only three years her 
circle of friends has become the group of 
people she dances with. There’s practice 
once a week and as many dances as she can 
make. Somewhat sarcastically, she admits 
that swing has become her life — that in a 
way, she’s in denial. 

“If you’re an alcoholic, do your alcoholic 
buddies tell you you’re an alcoholic?” 
Schwartz says. 

She has put her cup down and looks im- 
patiently into the ballroom. The band’s 
back, the lights are dim, and the floor is 
full. And with a smile, Schwartz is off. The 
night is almost over, she says, without a 
hint of apology, and there’s still time for 
another dance. *

Right in the heart of Belmont Center is a cheerful and comfort- 
able Mediterranean eatery serving savory food to the budget- 
conscious diner.

front. On my second visit to the Metropolis 
Café, | got a loaf of reheated bread. 

Not that the bread wasn’t fresh, or hand- 
made, or crusty, but its was the warmth of 
stuck-in-the-oven-for-a-few-minutes. Admit- 
tedly, if | hadn’t been poking through the 
bread, temperature-testing it, checking for dry 
spots, it would have been hard to tell about the 
reheating. And if | hadn't been a restaurant 
critic trying to find some bone to pick with a 
ridiculously well-run little restaurant, | 
wouldn't have been dissecting the bread in the 
first place. 

Metropolis is an extraordinary 40-seat South 
End bistro that opened last November and be- 
gan serving dinner just this May, when co- 
owner Seth Woods migrated over from his job 
as executive chef at the Armani Café.

lemon, tangy and steamy and rich all at once. 
Whether you peg Metropolis’s food as 
Mediterranean with bits of Americana creeping 
in, or New American with a Continental bias, 
it's certainly a sophisticated version of the 
bistro basics, neither hidebound by tradition 
nor self-consciously novel. Take the salmon 
pavé ($16.75). What’s a pavé? Sharon Herb- 
st’s Food Lover's Companion calls it a “square- 
shaped, aspic coated mousse.” This wasn't so 
old-fashioned as that: there’s no aspic and no 
mousse, but indeed it was shaped — a fillet 
pressed loosely into a cylinder, with the pro- 
portions of a tiny pillbox hat, that was capped 
with a horseradish crust toasted just to the 
edge of goldenness. The salmon was moist 
without being undercooked; the horseradish 
gave it bite without fangs (créme fraiche mak- 
ing a better binder than the usual mayonnaise); 
and the sprinkle of lucent orange salmon roe 
on top gave it panache. Not a huge package 
Metropolis isn’t aiming to send people home 
with doggie bags — but how well-wrapped! 
The rest of the entrees may not have been so 
electric in concept, but they were seamlessly ex- 
ecuted.

any food delays — not a single dish came luke- 
warm, or heat-lamped, or wilted. The clientele 
— an easygoing mix of old and young, straight 
and gay — seemed as pleased as we were. 
Metropolis doesn’t have the feel of a scene, like 
Botolph's on Tremont, or a production, like 
Hamersley's Bistro, both across the street. And 
with tile floors and storefront glass, this really 
is the neighborhood bistro its owners set out to 
create. What a fortunate neighborhood. 

For starters, even if you weren't hungry, it 
would be a struggle to keep yourself ducking in 
for the smoked-bluefish paté ($7.25). Served 
on greens, with pink ribbons of pickled onion, 
it tasted like a genuine paté with a smoked-fish 
accent, rather than a pile of fish puréed into 
spread. And the bibb-and-watercress salad 
($7.50) was a model of restraint: the balsamic 
rumbles of gorgonzola and 
pan | little bursts of flavor over the 
gre For my money, the best of the lot was 
the smoked-corn-and-mussel chowde 0), 
a remarkably full-flavored marriage o! several 
textures — the light crispness of corn, the 
hearty chunkiness of potatoes, the meat of the 
mussels — all in a base that magically hints of

——_—__———_ Chicken special ($14), a 
breast and thigh that came with a garlicked pan 
glaze poured over the top and baked onto the 
chicken, providing a tasty brown crust for the 
moist meat inside. 

The wine list has enough interesting choices 
in the high-teens/low-20s range to make or- 
dering a bottle with dinner a reasonable propo- 
sition. More miraculously, all 25-odd wines are 
available by the glass. 

Come dessert, Metropolis does a fancy kind 
of justice to its heritage as an ice-cream joint. 
Pastry chef Shari Woods has come up with 
goodies that rival the solidity and freshness of 
her husband's work in the kitchen: a lemon 
tartlet with berries and sorbet ($5), a rich 
chocolate pudding cake with a scoop of vanilla 
ice cream ($7), and a vanilla-bean créme 
brilée ($6) that was ideally caramelized on 
top, but could have tasted less of egg and more 
of the eponymous bean. But that's a quibble. 
Another nice meal ending is one that was listed 
both as a starter and as a dessert: the plate of 
“artisan cheeses” ($8), which on our night 
were taleggio, a mild English blue, and a goat 
cheese. Ironic, because the very last word I'd 
associate with Metropolis’s charm and restraint 
would be “cheese.” a

CAFE SHIRAZ, 1030 Comm Ave. (All- 
ston), Boston, 566-8888. $10-$17. A large 
and pretty place, with a rotation of exotic 
Persian dishes in a generic Middle East 
and American kosher (meat) menu. Don't 
miss the soups, pilafs, kebabs, shishlik, 
and baklava. Open Saturday nights, but 
closed Friday nights and Saturday lunches

CHEF CHOW'S HOUSE, 354 Chestnut Hill

I've seen 
better visual work in this tradition, but it 
didn't taste as good as the best here:

Wild Colonials 


“I know that some of you are here for the disco music, 
but you can dance to the next song.” That’s one of the 
conciliatory quips singer Angela McCluskey of LA's 
Wild Colonials peppered her band’s solid set with last 
Saturday night at Bill’s Bar on Lansdowne Street. It 
was greeted by warm applause and some particularly 
enthusiastic (i.e., alcohol-fueled) whooping and holler- 
ing from the front of the packed in crowd. 

“Yeah, let’s dance,” shouted one of the rowdies. 

“Okay, I’m going to come looking for you for a 
dance after we're done,” kidded McCluskey in her 
husky Scottish brogue. And then, after pausing to 
gauge the mood of the audience, “! remember my first 
beer too.” 

A good portion of the audience were on 
McCluskey’s side last Saturday; some of them were 
impressed enough to pick up copies of the Wild 
Colonials’ new DGC/Geffen release, This Can't Be 
Life, after the set. If all goes according to plan, many 
of them will be back with friends to see the Wild 
Colonials again at Bill’s this Saturday night, and then 
those friends will bring a few more people along to 
Bill’s next weekend for the final installment of the Wild 
Colonials’ five-week residency at the club. That may 
seem like a difficult way to break a band in an unfa- 
miliar city. But to the affable McCluskey, winning over 
a tough audience seems to come naturally. 

“It’s not just about getting up there and being a cool 
rock band,” she explains over the phone from New 
York, where the band are playing five weeks of Friday 
nights at the Fez and the high pollen count is wreaking 
havoc with her voice. “It’s about relating to an audi- 
ence and then going out there and talking to them 
after the show. It’s the kind of thing you miss on a 
bigger tour. Or just being able to do a Billie Holiday 
song in the middle of a rock set. There’s all this stuff 
you can do when it’s your gig and you know people in 
the crowd.” 

The Wild Colonials got their start blending Celtic 
folk, American rock, and an eclectic range of other 
styles — and winning over audiences — every Tuesday 
night at LA’s Café Larga in 1992. The band have a 
diverse musical background to draw on: violinist Paul 
Cantelon studied classical piano at the Paris 
Conservatory; multi-instrumentalist Scott Roewe (bass, 
keyboards, saxophone, pennywhistle, didjeridoo) wrote 
the theme for television’s Rescue 9/1; current drummer 
Thaddeus Corea is the son of jazz great Chick Corea. 
McCluskey, whose strong, resonant voice is the center- 
piece of the band’s sound, sees the residency tour as a 
means of preserving the chemistry that brought the 
band together and got them noticed in the first place. 

“After we made our first record [1994's Fruit of 
Life] we went on some big tours,” she explains. “But 
we always remembered the days of our residency in LA 
and how great that had been. So we started it again 
about three months ago, and the good vibe came back. 
It’s a lot of work, especially coming to a place we've 
never really been before like Boston. But the people 
have been fabulous and they've been coming back and 
bringing more people. It’s a great way to get a natural 
buzz happening rather then shoving it down people's 
throats.” 

The Wild Colonials play the final show of their 
Boston residency at Bill's Bar next Saturday, September 

28. They'll also be there this Saturday, September 21.

How does he do it? Here are 
excerpts from an interview Tom 
Stoppard did with the Paris Review 
in 1988. 


ON HIS METHOD 

| write plays from beginning to end, 
without making stabs at intermediate 
scenes, so the first thing | write is the 
first line of the play. By that time | 
have formed some idea of the set but 
| don’t write that down. | con't write 
anything down which | can keep in 
my head — stage directions and so 
on. When | have got to the end of the 
play — which | write with a fountain 
pen; you can’t scribble with a type- 
writer — there is almost nothing on 
the page except what people say. 
Then | dictate the play, ad-libbing all 
the stage directions into a tape 
machine from which my secretary 
transcribes the first script. 


ON HIS WORKING HABITS 

| have a very nice long room, 
which used to be the stable. It has a 
desk and lots of paper, etc. But most 
of my plays are written on the 
kitchen table at night, when every- 
body has gone to bed and | feel 
completely at peace. During the 
days, somehow | don’t seem to get 
much done, although | have a secre- 
tary who answers the phone. | 
always want to know who it is, and | 
generally get distracted. 


ON PRODUCTIONS 

It is obvious that a given text (think 
of any classic) can give rise to a sat- 
isfying event or an unsatisfying one.

A great production of a black comedy 
is better than a mediocre production 
of a comedy of errors. When the writ- 
ing is over, the event is the thing. | 
attend the first rehearsal of a new 
play and every rehearsal after that, 
as well as discussions with design- 
ers, lighting designers, costume 
designers . . . | like to be there.

Tom Stoppard’s Arcadia is splendor in the grass

“is of posterity” — you never know when you'll

be posthumously proved full of shit. In Tom Stoppard’s 
dazzling comedy, which is having its New England premiere 
at the Huntington Theatre Company, posterity sits right 
across the table, shuffling papers and feverishly punching 


its calculator. But it can’t prove much 
beyond our endless, hopeless, yet somehow 
admirable quest to know. Which is what, 
perhaps, Stoppard’s delicious, densely lay- 
ered detective pudding is all about. That 
and the fact that when you stir jam into the 
confection, it cannot be stirred out. 

This last is actually the discovery of 13- 
year-old 19th-century aristocrat and math 
genius Lady Thomasina Coverly regarding 
rice pudding, which she likes almost as much 
as she does doodling incipient fractals in one 
of the two parallel worlds of Stoppard’s play. 
Set in a single elegant room of an English 
country estate, in the early 19th century and 
the present day, the exquisitely crafted 
Arcadia presents two stories, the later a rip- 
pling pool into which pebbles of the earlier 
one have been thrown. Only at the end do the 
two converge in a ballroom dance of time — 
a poetical coda that doesn’t for one moment 
stop us scratching our brimful heads about 
the swirl of gardening, physics, chaos theory, 
thermodynamics, sexual dynamics, literary 
sleuthing, and academic dueling that has 
gone before. 

In the scenes set in 1809 and 1812 at the 
stately home of Sidley Park, Lady Thomasina 
matches wits with her twentysomething 
tutor, Septimus Hodge. As becomes increas- 
ingly apparent, Lady Thomasina is a mind 
ahead of her time; Septimus is no slouch, but 
he is somewhat preoccupied by lusting after 
Thomasina’s mother, Lady Croom, and by a 
scrape involving a minor poet named Ezra 
Chater and his wife, who has been spied “in 
the gazebo in carnal embrace.” The episto- 
lary detritus of these events will be discovered 
years later by a smug, scrambling academic 
named Bernard Nightingale, a denizen of the 
play’s present-day world, and flumped into a 
spicy scenario involving smoking pistols and 
Lord Byron (a friend of Septimus and on at 
least one occasion a guest at Sidley Park).

about Byron inamorata Caroline Lamb but 
is visiting Sidley Park to do research on its 
gardens, and Sidley Park heir Valentine 
Coverly, a mathematician whose project 
involves computer graphing and grouse. In 


| both of the play’s worlds, mathematics and 


literature loom large, but so does sex. And 
that, as Valentine’s vixen sister Chloe 
asserts, plays havoc with a determinist view 
of the world. The future is ultimately as 
unprovable as the past because of “the 


| attraction Newton left out.” 


In addition to being brilliant on its own 
two — in the end crossed — legs, the 
Stoppard work is an apt choice for the 
Huntington, where production values always 
support, if they do not rule, the roost. Here 
the setting by Karl Eigsti — a chamber of 
classical splendor, backed by a pillared porch 
and rimmed by busts and molding — is pala- 
tial. (As a symbolic touch, a large pendulum 
dangles stage right, to be raised as the play 
begins.) The period costumes by Lindsay W. 
Davis are as romantic as Lord Byron. And an 
aura of magic is produced by Roger Meeker’s 
lighting, when it turns the Brideshead-y digs 
mauve at dawn or blue at dusk. The acting, 
too, is assured if not exquisite. But the

evening’s star is Stoppard, putting in his sixth 
appearance at the Huntington, which opened 
its doors 14 years ago with Night and Day 
and has since produced Jumpers and 
Travesties as well as Stoppard adaptations of 
Nestroy (On the Razzle) and Schnitzler 
(Undiscovered Country). 

As with Travesties (the germ of which was 
the coincidental presence of Joyce, Lenin, 
and Tristan Tzara in Zurich in 1917), 
Stoppard starts with bits of history, most 
relating to the pre—Childe Harold Byron and 
to the war in English landscaping between 
formal order and “the picturesque.” The 
playwright also became intrigued, he has 
said, by quantum mechanics and chaos 
mathematics as “metaphors for human 
behavior.” But don’t be put off if you don’t 
know much about quantum mechanics and 
chaos mathematics; my numerical expertise 
barely extends beyond balancing a check- 
book and I love this play. Arcadia juggles 
the laws of Newton and thermodynamics, 
chaos and determinism, less for their own 
sakes than to suggest that time is fleeting, 
that what we know may be trivial or even 
wrong but that our passionate engagement 
with it is not. 

Jacques Cartier, who helmed the 
Huntington productions of Jumpers and 
Travesties, is in charge again here. He keeps 
things moving at a seemly clip and manages 
to marry Stoppard’s almost impossible 
articulateness to the tenderness that fuels 
this play. Jumpers and Travesties are heady 
constructs but brittle; The Real Thing is 
love-soaked. Arcadia, on the other hand, is 
bravura but warm. The relationship of 
Thomasina and-;Septimus — .a, strange 
blend of tutelage and spark — is especially 
poignant. And it’s juxtaposed, in the play’s 
time-bending final scene, by the wordless, 
worshipful tribute that Gus (Valentine and 
Chloe’s “genius brother,” and the only pre- 
sent-day character, other than aj pet tor- 
toise, to have a doppelganger) pays to 
Hannah, drawing her into life’s cotillion 
even as he hands her the final card in a 
game of academic bingo. 

Gretchen Cleevely is a tad pert, with the 
thickish voice of a baby. Tammy Grimes, but 
she’s quite convincing as the 13-year-old 
Thomasina, adolescent awkwardness at war 
with a racing mind, then as the ripening if 
diminutive 16-year-old contemplating 
romance and the next century’s ’rithmetic. 
Connor Trinneer is a bit smirky toward the 
beginning as Septimus, but he combines 
rakishness with intellectual engagement 
well. And his flirtation with Thomasina 
seems more sweet than unprincipled. 

Kandis Chappell (last seen here in The 
Guardsman) is razor-sharp as the head-cen- 
tered Hannah; the actress can slink like 
Marlene Dietrich even when she’s being 
prickly in sensible shoes. And as the imperi- 
ous Lady Croom (a woman who, though 
more discreet, has about as much sex as Erica 
Jong), Linda Gehringer knows just how to 
spin the perfectly structured scathing remark. 
Moreover, she carries herself and her 
diaphanous get-ups regally. But she seems 
more a contemporary than a period diva. 

Terrence Caza, who understudied the role 
of Bernard on Broadway, plays it a bit too 
broadly to suit me. For a cutthroat don, he’s 
a bit of a buffoon, more puppy than pit bull. 
Which makes it hard to take seriously his 
almost vicious defense of art as more urgent 
than science. But Caza’s comic timing is 
well-calibrated, and he has a brazen charm 
— not lost on Annika Peterson’s leggy Chloe, 
who luxuriates in her youthful sexiness as 
well as in being Bernard’s perky handmaid- 
en. Willis Sparks, as Valentine, is cute 
enough to give computer nerds a good name. 

Arcadia, as befits its name, is overgrown 
with ideas. But there is nothing untended 
about it. And the Huntington production, if 
it isn’t as perfectly trimmed as topiary, 
looks splendid. Certainly you can smell the 
intellectual and emotional flowers Stoppard 
has sown. This is one gardening party |

Fruit Cocktail is an autobiographi- 
cal piece about a defining moment in 
Miller's life as a gay man: on his 18th 
birthday a lover named David from 
his modern-dance class blew the 
brains of the “reluctant virgin” out to 
the “Amen Chorus” from Handel's 
For 90 minutes, Miller 
moves in on this climactic moment 
seductively, by fits and starts, digress- 
ing from the main narrative line from 
time to time to play with the audi- 
ence. His adolescent worry about 
lacking body hair during “the 
blitzkrieg of puberty” leads him to get 
a man in the front row to pluck a few 
pubic hairs from Miller's crotch. 

A few minutes later, Miller enacts 
being “buffeted by the cruel winds of 
heterosexual conformity” by handing 
ropes to two spectators and having 
them yank him back and forth. The 
audience by-play is all in good fun, but 
it has the added effect of setting up the 
moment late in the show when he 
strips off his black Converse sneakers, 
white undershirt, and black sweat 
pants and feeds orange wedges to the 
front row in a fruity rite of homosexu- 
al communion. 

Fruit, in fact, is the unfortunate 
guiding image for Miller's mono- 
logue. He starts off talking about the 
fruit trees in his parents’ backyard 
(the preserve of his early sexual fan- 
tasies); he ends up explaining that 
“fruit” is his favorite gay expletive

because fruits are deliciously sweet, 
good for you, and come with thick 
rinds that protect against the shit of a 
homophobic world. It is a credit to 
Miller the performer that he can over- 
come the distended metaphor of 
Miller the writer and conclude the 
piece on a joyous and even vaguely 
triumphal note. 

Muriel Miguel is better known in 
alternative and feminist theater circles 
as part of Spiderwoman Theater 
(along with her two Cuna- 
Rappahannock sisters). In Hot and 
Soft she goes it alone as a solo per- 
former who, over the course of 75 
minutes, reveals herself as a 59-year- 
old Native American lesbian storyteller 
with a sassy sense of humor and a sex- 
ual appetite so voracious she can get 
off on a kitchen chair. This rare com- 
bination sustains a certain interest, and 
her infectious and carthy charm can 
indeed earn an audience's good will. 
However, at the performance | attend- 
ed, that and some free-spirited silliness 
were all she had to offer. 

Miguel never hit her stride. Her sto- 
ries rambled along in a decidedly aim- 
less fashion. Characters were poorly 
defined, suspense was weak, details 
were lacking. More than once she got 
to an inconclusive point in a story and 
broke it off, saying, “That's it” — as if 
the rest might be readily inferred. The 
show included vocal improvisations, a 
funny dance interlude, and a costume 
change, all of which might have 
helped her get on track, but each new 
story seemed to require the same force 
of will just to get through it. The 
evening felt like a bedtime story told 
by a weary mother who just was not in 
the mood: the love was there, but not 
the magic. *

Trinity scores again with Kushner 
BY CAROLYN CLAY Tony Kushner paints himself into a corner 


at the end of the powerful Angels in America Part I: Millennium 
Approaches, having a celestial being crash through the ceiling and 
announce that something great is in the offing. But the playwright 
— perhaps hitching a ride with one of his title characters — flies 
out with Part II: Perestroika, which is more imaginative, if less 


well-wrought, than its prede- 
cessor. 

Last spring Trinity Rep 
unveiled its urgent, stripped- 
down, strongly acted rendition 
of Millennium; now the same 
cast and production team take 
the journey of Perestroika, 
which includes stops at the 
Kremlin and in Heaven. Once 
again the performances are as 
compelling as the effective 
staging is rudimentary (the 
Pearly Gates, belching mist, are 
assayed by metal ladder). And 
artistic director Oskar Eustis, 
without whom Angels might 
still be dancing in Kushner’s 
head or his pen, proves his fin- 
ger has never left the pulse of 
the work he commissioned and 
helped develop at San 
Francisco’s Eureka Theatre 
and the Mark Taper Forum.

synthesis” of a play. And there 
is indeed calamity: Prior is 
accosted by, and later wrestles 
with, the Angel; Louis and Joe 
have an affair that comes to 
blows; Cohn suffers the tor- 
tured of the damned, plus dis- 
barment. Nonetheless, the play 
offers the possibility, however 
brutal, of healing through dev- 
astation and loss. Humans, 
reveals the orgasmic angel who 
dubs Prior “prophet,” are the 
only beings capable of imagi- 
nation and of change; the 
angels are magnificent but dull.

(As for God, He’s the ultimate 
deadbeat dad.) Indeed, offered 
“respite” among the heavenly 
host, Prior wants only “more 
life.” And Harper, having 
endured a wrenching discon- 
nection from Joe, benedictively 
opines: “In this world, there is 
a kind of painful progress. 
Longing for what we've left 
behind and dreaming ahead.” 

Eustis revs both Perestroika’s 
camp comedy and _ its 
anguished passions to the max, 
without ever letting the vehicle 
leave the road. It’s a dialectic 
and a drag race in which, for 
example, Brian McEleney’s 
AIDS-racked Prior brings the 
same high-pitched intensity to 
his clowning with fellow former 
drag queen and present RN 
Belize (Ray Ford, bringing to 
the part previously played by 
Allen Oliver a slyer, babyfaced 
take — and timing from the 
gods) that he does to his deliri- 
um. McEleney’s Prior is a man 
whose entire personality — 
from flounce to fury — seems 
heightened by illness. Even in a 
goofy Heaven populated by 
white-robed bureaucrats, his 
cri de coeur brings tears. And 
McEleney’s performance is 
matched, if that’s possible, by 
Timothy Crowe’s flamboyant 
barking shark of a Cohn, eyes 
popping, fingers stabbing, guts 
cramping, lips quivering, yet 
gloriously unrepentant to the 
end. 

Ed Shea dares to play the 
abandoning if miserable Louis 
as the politically idealistic 
whiner he is. Phyllis Kay’s 
Harper is as fiercely disconso- 
late as she is daffy; Fred 
Sullivan Jr. is convincingly torn 
(at one point twisting his des- 
perate desire and besmirched 
Republicanism into a chilling 
defense of selfishness) as Joe; 
and Anne Scurria brings a sen- 
sibly shod feminism to Joe’s 
Mormon mom, even before she 
starts sharing Extra Large 
orgasms with the Angel. In 
contrast with the regal 
Broadway seraph, Jennifer 
Mudge Tucker’s Angel com- 
bines the radiance of a 
Hollywood starlet with the 
toughness of Barbarella. I do 
wish she had wings — but 
then, the production does. @

Adrian Tomine, the 22-year-old creator of Optic Nerve (Drawn & 
Quarterly), is no exception. His stories have been compared with those of 
Raymond Carver; they’d be worth reading just for Tomine’s eloquent restraint 
and literary leanings. Indeed, his well-structured, compact tales of divestiture 
and his wry humor conjure up the Carver karma. Similarity of tone is where 
the connection ends, since Tomine’s medium has him covering over the veins 
Carver so deftly struck. Still, Tomine’s work is more proof that comics today 
are a hell of a lot more than tales about physically overendowed superheroes. 

This weekend Tomine is part of a two-artist book-signing tour. He’s 
joined by Seth, the author of the loving, comics-obsessed Palooka-ville; 
they'll both be stopping at the local comics emporiums Comicopia and 
Million Year Picnic. 

Tomine’s flip, hip, autobiographical Optic Nerve chronicles the isolation 
of growing up in middle-class America. His vignettes bellow with the empti- 
ness of a daily life that holds nothing more meaningful than a mocha latte. 
There’s a passive flexibility to his characters that make his black-and-white 
drawings all the more stark and chilling. The latest issue of Optic Nerve 
(#3) tells yet another of his poignant stories of indifference and poor com- 
munication, this one featuring twins on a summer-break trip to a comic- 
book convention. The vacuous details of this trip are recounted with aching 
clarity. The long faces, with bleary, sunken eyes, of main characters Dylan 
and Donovan capture the laissez-faire jadedness that’s defining the ’90s. 
With its been-there-done-that attitude and disconnected relationships, 
Optic Nerve does indeed tap into our decade. 

Much has been made of the transition from this comic’s quaint self-pub- 
lished fanzine phase to its current larger publishing-house format — just as 
much is made when a cherished indie-rock band sign with a major label. 
But the change hasn’t affected Optic Nerve’s quirky charm. When you com- 
pare the smartness of his early snapshot-length stories (now collected by 
Drawn & Quarterly as the instantly gratifying 32 Stories) with the longer 
works in current issues, the only apparent difference is that Tomine now 
stretches his artistic muscles like a cat, fitting his insights into a hipper- 
than-thou frame with rippling good effect. 

Optic Nerve captures modern ennui; another Drawn & Quarterly title, 
Palooka-ville, by Seth (a/k/a Gregory Gallant, one of Toronto’s triumvirate 
of groundbreaking comic artists along with Chester Brown and Joe Matt), 
is nostalgic. Seth is an avid collector of memorabilia — from Pez to 78 rpm 
records — with a special weakness for anything by Kalo, a one-time New 
Yorker comic artist. The autobiographical Palooka-ville series traces his 
search for Kalo; it’s now collected in the book-length It’s a Good Life, If You 
Don’t Weaken. 

Propelled by beautifully composed panels, Palooka-ville is well-written 
and well-paced. Yes, it courts sentimentality, but its mastery of space and 
line guard against that. There’s a tenderness to Seth’s artwork that envelops 
you like a sweet fog. But it’s not saccharine; Seth’s search is recounted 
warts and all. In the short time it takes to read the three issues collected into 
It’s a Good Life, Seth creates a hearth-like atmosphere and invites you in 
for a discussion on the merits of cartoon artists’ work; it makes for a damn 
good comic-art history lesson. Seth presents his Palooka-villeans with non- 
confrontational pride and passion. And the stories unfold as a tranquil anec- 
dote to the furious tempo at which we live our lives. *

That goes for George Balanchine 


as well. When the works of this century’s reigning choreographic 


genius — maybe its reigning artistic genius — are given their due, you

can practically see the cosmos 
dancing. When they’re not done 
just right, the cosmos appears to 
have two left feet. 

Which is why the Balanchine 
Trust was established to license 
performances of the master’s 
work, so that audiences will have 
some guarantee that what they’re 
seeing is the real thing. These 
days, with fewer and fewer 
dancers who learned from 
Balanchine himself (or remember 
what they learned), even Mr. B’s 
own company, New York City 
Ballet, has trouble bringing off the 
real thing. So when it comes to 
approving productions by a tiny 
(now starting its fifth year) outfit 
like the Boston Dance Company, 
the trust has to tightrope between 
seeing Balanchine done right and 
not seeing him done at all. The 
city’s established company, Boston 
Ballet, presented no Balanchine 
last season and has none on this 
year’s schedule; perhaps the 
prospect of a Balanchine-less 
Boston prompted the trust to take 
a chance and license a Boston 
Dance Company program of four 
works. Last weekend, at the 
Emerson Majestic Theatre, BDC 
walked its own tightrope, and 
sometimes fell off; but enough 
genuine Balanchine emerged to 
warrant the trust’s faith. 

Four works were approved but 
only three were presented. The 
exquisite Marie-Christine Mouis, 
on loan from Boston Ballet, was 
to have danced Sonatine (which 
Balanchine did as part of NYCB’s 
1975 Ravel Festival); when, how- 
ever, she discovered that she was 
expecting her first child (congrat- 
ulations!), she had té withdraw 
from the production. Mouis 
learned the ballet from former 
NYCB principal Violette Verdy, 
for whom it was choreographed; 
you can’t replace that kind of 
experience at short notice, so no 
black marks to BDC for can- 
celling Sonatine. 

The failure to make that deci- 
sion public is another matter. 
Although Mouis withdrew a good 
two weeks before opening night, 
director James Reardon (a Boston 
Ballet soloist back in the E. 
Virginia Williams/Violette Verdy 
days) did not bother to inform 
this newspaper, or the Globe or 
Herald, with the result that inac- 
curate information continued to 
appear right up to opening night. 
And advertising continued to 
promise four ballets, even on the 
huge poster that graced the front 
of the Majestic. If BDC wants to 
operate at a big-time level, or 
indeed at any level, it needs to be 
up front with the public. 

Not that three 25-minute 


works is short measure (The 
Nutcracker runs only 85 minutes 
and no one complains about 
that). But the opening Raymonda 
Variations didn’t get off the 
ground. I never saw Edra Toth

dance; there’s general agreement 
that in her prime she was quite 
wonderful. Last weekend, howev- 
er, she seemed heavy-footed and 
earthbound, and the anguished 
expression on her face didn’t 
inspire confidence. When she 
smiled, her dancing lit up; those 
occasions were all too rare. 
Partner Eric Lindemer is a jour- 
neyman soloist — and you have 
to be pretty good to reach that 
level — who never rose to the 
heights Balanchine requires. 

The corps, 12 ladies in pink 
tulle, weren’t able to rescue the 
soloists. Raymonda (done in 1961 
and originally called Valses et 
Variations) is a display piece set to 
Glazunov’s score, with a waltz, a 
pas de deux, and eight variations. 
The ensemble sections don’t look 
ferociously difficult, but you have 
to attack them with authority, with 
style, wit, and the teasing reserve 
that marks all Balanchine ladies. 
Attack was absent from this per- 
formance; the women looked ten- 
tative, even tight. No surprise that 
they’d be nervous, most of them 
doing Balanchine for the first time 
in a major Boston performance 
space; but the effect was discon- 
certing, Mr. B out of focus and 
coming off like a choreographer of 
salon works. 








The variations were better. 
Mifa Ko showed spunk and 
impressive pointe, Moira Dorsey 
poise and control, Alexis Panis 
speed and energy (she needs 
more control). In the ensemble 
segment that starts off the finale, 
Dorsey and Kerry Rutenik regis- 
tered hints of real Balanchinean 
panache. Everybody looked more 
comfortable, more assertive, by 
the end; there was also noticeable 
improvement from Thursday 
evening to Saturday. 

Bugaku was another animal 
altogether. With its strange con- 
tortions and turned-in feet — and 
its overt sexuality — Balanchine’s 
Japanese work, marriage ritual as 
wrestling match, raised some eye- 
brows at its 1963 premiere. He did 
it for Allegra Kent and Edward 
Villella, but one associates it with 
Suzanne Farrell, who in her 
Holding On to the Air describes it 
as “designed very specifically 
around the formidable tension 
between a muscular, virile, and 
earthy male presence and a soft, 
delicate, but extremely flexible 
female one.” The central dance, 
with the lady dressed in little more 
than a body stocking, is eye-pop- 
ping; at the end, the five couples 
kneel with their backs to each 
other, as if embarrassed by the dis- 








play of so much naked emotion. 

In recent years Bugaku has fall- 
en on hard times at NYCB, so the 
BDC presentation was a treat, 
with former NYCB principal Bart 
Cook staging it and former NYCB 
principal Maria Calegari and 
Boston Ballet principal Olivier 
Wecxsteen as the soloists. 
Calegari put in some 20 years at 
NYCB; she looks as if she could 
dance for another 20. Imperious 
yet vulnerable, still and still mov- | 
ing, all half-smiles and oblique | 
eyes, insinuating shoulders and 
hips, she reigned as Balanchine’s 
Eternal Feminine. She rested an 
outstretched leg on Wecxsteen’s 
shoulder without the slightest 
strain (and he’s not short); she 
wrapped herself around him like 
the Snake (there’s one moment 
that suggests Masaccio’s Adam 
and Eve Expelled from the 
Garden). Most of all, she made 
this unusual Balanchine look like 
echt Balanchine. 

Wecxsteen more than held his 
own: entering with all the ceremo- 
ny and fury of a Japanese warlord, 
he conveyed a kind of repressed 
hysteria. When he did Lucinda 
Hughey’s The Nightingale for 
Boston Ballet’s Hans Christian 
Andersen program last season, he 
proved that he understands how to 
contain three-dimensional emo- 
tions within a two-dimensional 
space, and so it was here. The 
group of eight attendants showed 
the beneficial effects of Bart 
Cook’s teaching; the movements 
may not always have had speed 
and snap, but they were precise 
and correct. If nothing else, he 
taught them that there’s no posing 
in Balanchine, it’s all continuous 
movement, 

Walpurgisnacht Ballet offered 
still more delights. Balanchine 
did the May Eve revel from 
Gounod’s Faust for the Paris 
Opera in 1975, then in 1980 
brought it to NYCB, where it 
proved unexpectedly popular. 
(Farrell quotes one male specta- 
tor on the last dance, where the 











ladies literally let their hair 
down: “If that’s Hell, I want to 
go there.”) For the BDC presen- 
tation, Reardon was able to bring 
in longtime NYCB corps member 
Deborah Wingert, to stage (her 
first assignment from _ the 
Balanchine Trust) and to dance, 
and she stamped this production 
with the master’s authority, with 
superb articulation and elegance 
— even a touch of ‘dangerous 
rapture. Independent yet melt- 
ing, she cradled herself into the 
universe of the choreography — 
which is to say into Mr. B. 

As the second lady, Marisa 
Cerveris, another NYCB corps 
member, was puckish with a hint 
of a wicked smile, feather-light yet 
sensuous. She too danced with 
supreme finish, and her effect, as 
well as Wingert’s, was noticeable 
on the corps (two dozen here), 
which looked better than in 
Raymonda Variations, more confi- 
dent, more alert. The last section 
was a revelation; with their hair 
flying, the ladies seemed to sprint 
faster and soar higher than the 
small Emerson stage would allow, 
as if suddenly infused with the joy 
of Balanchine. They were a joy to 
watch; this finale, propelled by 
Gounod’s kinetic music, was over 
all too soon. 

As an inheritor of Mr. B’s lega- 
cy BDC has a ways to go. The 
company’s members are still 
learning; they’re not all ready for 
prime-time Balanchine. What's in 
James Reardon’s favor is his com- 
mitment to the cause and his abil- 
ity to bring in the likes of Cook 
and Calegari, Wingert and 
Cerveris. Next season he’s hoping 
to do Sonatine, with Mouis, 
Slaughter on Tenth Avenue, with 
Calegari as the Strip Tease Girl, 
and perhaps Haieff Variations — 
a program to look forward to. As 
to whether Reardon’s own 
dancers will ever be ready to step 
into these solo roles, we can only 
hope; but any company that’s 
willing to put Mr. B first deserves 
the benefit of the doubt. =

The First Wives Club 
only beats itself up

Town and Death Becomes Her, The First Wives Club | 


poses as a male-bashing feminist tract but is in 


fact a female-bashing exercise in 
misogyny and self-loathing. Three 
high-school friends from the class of 
1969 — which here looks in flashback 
like 1959, just the first of countless 
false notes — find themselves in the 
90s left high and dry by their hus- 
bands for much younger babes. Stung 
by the suicide of another classmate 
who had suffered a similar fate 
(Stockard Channing, whose perfor- 
mance consists of stumbling toward a 
railing in a nightgown and mink coat 
with a tumbler of gin in her hand), the 
three are inspired to fight back, so 
they bond to form the title club and 
vow to hound their exes to hell. Rich, 
spoiled, unproductive, and complain- 
ing —— how can we help but sympa- 
thize with them? 

Goldie Hawn is Elise, the stellar suc- 
cess of the trio. She’s a Oscar-winning 
actress pushing 50 who blows up her 
lips with collagen to the size of a wad- 
ing pool in a desperate effort to get 
work — it’s a virtual replay of her part 
in the equally loathsome though more 
amusing Death Becomes Her. “There 
are three ages in Hollywood,” she tells 
her cosmetic surgeon, who’s played, in 
a meaningless cameo, by Rob Reiner. 
“Babe, district attorney, and Driving 
Miss Daisy.” Elise starts hitting the self- 
pity and the vodka in earnest when her 
producer/partner/husband, Bill (Victor 
Garber), shacks up with an actress in 
the “babe” stage (Elizabeth Berkley, 
confirming her failure in Showgirls) 
and threatens her with a larcenous 
divorce settlement. 

Trite and mean-spirited though 
Elise is, Hawn’s performance is one of 
the film’s few grace notes. She’s the

appealing than Diane Keaton, who is 
at her most excruciatingly whiny as 
Annie, a woman who’s crushed when 
she realizes hubby Aaron (Stephen 
Collins) is sleeping with her therapist. 

Not an ironic and original narrative 
twist. Still, it’s riveting compared to the 
club’s convoluted revenge plot — a 
scheme involving buying and selling 
properties and half-hearted espionage. 
It’s about as much fun as having your 
taxes audited. Understandably the 
ladies’ interest flags and they turn their 
tongues and talons on one another. It’s 
the film’s most disturbing and funniest 
scene, and its truest, as first Hawn and 
Midler and then the insufferably inof- 
fensive Keaton let their self-hatred 
loose, lacerating their PC fagades and 
exposing the patholo- 
gy beneath. It’s a brief 
reprieve; the film 
quickly returns to 
breathless hypocrisy, 
as the three focus 
their vindictive efforts 
on obtaining funding 
for a “Woman’s Crisis 
Center,” apparently 
for women like them- 
selves with too much 
time and money on 
their hands. 

As you might expect 
from the creator of 
Police Academy, dir- 
ector Hugh Wilson 
seems befuddled 
whenever the script 
trips over a funny line 
of dialogue.

least strident and self-righteous of the 
club and really has fun with her 
sloshed outrageousness and unapolo- 
getic narcissism.

Madagascar Skin is appealing 


BY KEN FEIL There are obvious freaks and there are those who 
have the luxury of concealing their freakishness under presentable 
fagades. Obvious freaks are human phantoms: we see them and 
yet we see through them. They are intensely visible and yet we will 


them into invisibility. 


Harry, one of the protago- 
nists of Madagascar Skin,‘is the 
obvious sort of freak. A bur- 
gundy birthmark in the shape 
of Madagascar stains half his 
face. Harry wears his otherness 
on his skin, and over time he 
has allowed it to seep through 
his dermis and down into his 
very disposition. Despite his 
desire to be caressed, as well as 
to return the favor, he lacks the 
ability to make contact; he is 
afraid to be seen. Harry longs 
to rid himself of this existential 
exoskeleton, this blot on his 
bodily landscape. Yet every 
attempt to transcend it results 
in that most common occur- 
rence which is his worst fear: 
people look at him. 

The movie opens with Harry 
wandering about a _ disco 
searching for. touch. He 
encounters two men passion- 
ately entwined, so much so that 
one man has slid into the 
other’s skinlike latex shirt. The 
two make out within their own 
private membrane, stretching 
the shirt as well as the limits of 


| erotic closeness. When Harry 
climbs in with them, it’s closing 


time, and bright white light 
suddenly obliterates the dark- 
ness that he depended on in 
order to touch and be touched 
without being seen. The two 
men stare blankly at him; he 
awkwardly slithers out from 
under the latex and back into 
lonely despair. At home, he 
takes a razor to his face in 
hopes of skinning away his 
birthmark but instead applies 
the razor to the decaying walls 
of his council flat. He peels off

endless layers of brittle wallpa- 
per and finds nothing. 

Harry flees to a sparsely 
populated seaside village 
where he can live in his own 
private shell. At the beach, he 
runs into a seemingly hetero- 
sexual thief named Flint. Their 
introduction also involves dig- 
ging beneath the surface of the 
situation — in this case, Harry 
discovers Flint on thé beach, 
bleeding, unconscious, and 
buried up to his/neck in sand. 
In an attempt. to’ save him 
before the tide comes in, Harry 
grabs the shovel left behind by 
Flint’s would-be murderers 
and digs. But the real 
unearthing occurs in the 
course of their relationship: 
Flint attempts to _ pierce 
Harry’s gloomy self-loathing 
with grotesque humor and 
exhume a trace of joy; Harry 
tries to disinter the courage to 
express his desire. 

The film remains refreshing 
throughout its 90-odd fairly 
plotless minutes. Newcomer 
Chris Newby (Anchoress) pro- 
vides an original screenplay 
and expert directing; John 
Hannah (Four Weddings and a 
Funeral) as Harry and Bernard 
Hill (Shirley Valentine) as Flint 
mix humor and pathos; and 








there’s an intensely sensual 
environment of colors, tex- 
tures, and sounds. During the 
first 15 minutes, Harry remains 
silent, though the squeaky 
sound and rubbery surface of 
the latex shirt, the ripping 
sounds as Harry slices the wall- 
paper, and the wet rocks on the 
beach as Harry’s car crunches 
over them convey Newby’s 
awareness of touch, texture, 
and appearance, things fore- 
most in Harry’s mind. The film 
also eludes genre classification: 
existential gloom on par with 
any of Ingmar Bergman’s 
chamber dramas alternates 
with Chaplinesque physical 
comedy, witty Wildean banter, 
and the erotic longing of a 
Terence Davies film. 

Madagascar Skin is all about 
human surfaces and shells, 
attempts to penetrate them, 
tickle them, transcend them, 
and finally to accept and live 
with them. Flint finds Harry’s 
Madagascar skin appealing. By 
the end of the film, he has pried 
Harry out of his shell and made 
him feel comfortable in his own 
skin. Flint, fugitive from the 
police, and Harry, fugitive 
from society, flee into each 
other’s arms and, surprise, find 
themselves.

Meet Vinny, Sal, Louie —

MONTREAL — How Italian is Frank (She’s 
the One) Vincent, the fabulous character actor 
who’s here at the Montreal World Film Festival? 


Very. His résumé lists guys he’s 
played called Vinny, Sal, Louie, 
Salvi, and Dominic. And most of 
them have been mobsters: Vin- 
cent has portrayed real-life king- 
pin Tony Accardo and a host of 
bullying lower-level mafiosi. “A lot 
of them will tease you, expose 
you, then spring on you like a spi- 
der when they get you into their 
trap,” he says, explaining how he 
can operate so frighteningly on 
screen. 

In his torrid new indie release, 
the Ruvin Orbach—directed Lucky 
Man, he’s a Brooklyn boss who 
says things like “Your fuckin’ 
brother fucked up again, and this 
time he’s gonna pay” and (if that 
isn’t intimidating enough) “I want 
to kill Jimmy in the most horrible 
way possible. I’m going to rip off 
his arms and legs and bury him 
alive. And that’s just the begin- 
ning.” 

You want more? He’s all over 
Scorsese gangland movies, wher- 
ever there’s Joe Pesci and blood. 
In. Raging Bull, Pesci, reported 
the New York Times, “smashes a 
glass over Mr. Vincent’s head and 
then rams his skull repeatedly 
onto a car door.” Things further 
deteriorate in GoodFellas, where 
Vincent’s Billy Batts makes the 
mistake of teasing an unteasable 
Pesci. Again, from the New York 
Times: “Mr. Pesci’s rage is fright- 
ening. In the end his anger 
uncorks, and he and his pals beat, 
choke, and stab Billy Batts, dump 
him half-alive in a car trunk,and 
finally bury his mangled body in a 
forest.” Thank the Lord for 
Casino, where Vincent finally gets 
his revenge (and a juicy part as 
Las Vegas gangster Frankie 
Marino) by denting Pesci’s skull 
with a baseball bat. 

In the real world? Vincent, 
born in North Adams, Massa- 
chusetts, and a New Jersey resi- 
dent, is an affable sort, eager to 
plug the talents of the young 
directors who have employed 
him, like Michael Corrente for 
Federal Hill (in which he played a 
Providence overlord) and Ruvin 
Orbach for Lucky Man. 

Orbach, who is sitting in for 
our talk, returns the compliment 
about working with Vincent. 
“Frank is very professional and 
has a good sense of humor. He’s 
been on a lot of sets, and he 
knows so much about continuity 
and structure.” 

Does he ever tell Orvach how 
Scorsese would handle things? 

“Marty’s Marty, and you can’t 
do it that way,” Vincent points 
out. “I know some people eat a 
young director, but I always take 
him aside to talk, and I don’t 
demean his position.” 

Vincent admits he’s getting a 
little bored playing gangsters. 
“I’ve done the quintessential 
thing. It gets redundant after a 
while.” Not that he expects to be 
cast in mass-audience movies like 
Home Alone and Lethal Weapon 
2, for which Joe Pesci received 
humungus salaries. “I don’t have 
the comedic stretch that Joe does, 











the physical thing, which is why I 
was the straight man.” 

Yes, they had a comedy team in 
the ’60s, called (what else?) 
Vincent and Pesci. Abbott and 
Costello they weren’t, and they 
broke up in 1975. “We had a 
love-hate relationship and argued 
like a husband and wife,” Vincent 
recalls. Over the years, Scorsese 
has used their on-and-off ani- 
mosity to push buttons for their 
unforgettably eruptive scenes. 

How does Scorsese describe 
his acting? Vincent smiles. “My 
wife overheard Marty saying, 
‘Frank is extremely natural, and 
he has the good fortune of com- 
ing across natural on the screen. 


That’s what makes him so 
good.’ »

The camerawork is often 
slick film-school stuff, all interesting angles and moody lighting, 
whereas the plot seems like the imaginings of an excitable third- 
grader. Some of the dialogue had my toes curling till my soles bled. 
The action sequences are straight out of Buster Keaton; the charac- 
ters have all the believability of the Mighty Morphin Power Rangers. 
Maximum Risk is like a shiny BMW powered by a rubber band — 
it’s a bizarre, elaborate, mesmerizing fagade. At the Cheri, the Fresh 
Pond, and the Circle and in the suburbs.

In this trite thriller, writer/director Amy Holden Jones (Indecent 
Proposal) continues her fascination with the dark deeds money 
inspires, Halle Berry is Josie Potenza, an unhappy beauty who 
admits to a sympathetic but psycho stranger (Peter Greene) that she 
sometimes wants her philandering sugar-daddy husband 
(Christopher McDonald) dead. Soon after, just as her marriage is 
on the mend, her wish comes true.

But Berry’s frightened Bambi eyes and inane lines make 
her transition from trophy wife to gun-toting heroine an implau- 
sible stretch. Long before the ludicrous, tacked-on ending, The 
Rich Man’s Wife has spun into rote movie-of-the-week territory.

SYNTHETIC PLEASURES 


Synthetic Pleasures is a high-tech documentary about technology 
with lots of low-tech money behind it. At the various festivals where 
it’s screened, journalists have been showered with key chains, book- 
bags, and CDs of the soundtrack. The topic is ultra up-to-date — 
the latest news about cyberspace, virtual reality, artificial body 
organs, and the other technological pies-in-the-sky we're tantalized 
with daily; and the film does an excellent job of laying out their 
promise and their dangers in an innovative if sometimes breathless 
way. The artificial beaches now being built indoors in Tokyo are 
strange and fascinating, as is Orlan, the French performance artist 
who “adjusts” her body through plastic surgery. 

The inevitable talking heads are also lively and informative, but 
there’s something missing. Have we already heard too much about 
this topic, even before it’s really here? Watching this film, I got the 
feeling it would have made a great 30-minute short; the gee-whiz 
aura with which it surrounds its subject just can’t be sustained for 
82 minutes.

Social Distortion turn clichés into great songs 


BY JON GARELICK It would be nice to say 


that the virtues of the punk quartet Social 
Distortion translate at all volumes — that with 


headphones on and eyes closed you can savor | 


subtleties you’d otherwise miss. 


Fuhgetaboutit. 


The best way to hear the new 
Social D., White Light, White 
Heat, White Trash (550 Music), 
as with their four previous 
albums, is on the home stereo. 
Cranked. I’m not even sure the 
car stereo — God’s gift to loud 
music fans — would do the new 
album justice. The music needs 
space: lots of vibrating air, lots of 
room for you to shake your own 
butt or live out air-guitar fan- 
tasies. 

Social Distortion are that weird 
mix of punk-rock reality and clas- 
sic rock-and-roll fantasy. Nothing 
about them is subtle, from their 
wall-of-guitars/drums/bass 
sound to their black leather jack- 
ets and rockabilly slicked-backed 
hair and their logo — a cocktail- 
drinking, cigarette-smoking, 
porkpie-hatted Day of the Dead 
skeleton. Like a lot of punk bands 
circa 1996, they make you won- 
der whether punk rock has any- 
thing new left to say. Social 
Distortion’s answer is to say, 
essentially, the same old thing, 
but say it perfectly. 

The band trade in the familiar 
imagery: the hair, the shades, the 
leather, fast vintage Chevys, faster 
women who give you kisses 
sweeter than wine and then drop 
you cold. The band are forever 
heading down a lonely highway, 
running down a one-way street. 
And those last snippets are from 
their lyric sheet! It’s the sharply 
defined light and shadows of film 
noir. The cover of Social 
Distortion (Epic, 1990) is adorned 
with three emblematic drawings 
— tipped whiskey bottle, tipsy 
corseted woman nodding on a 
leopard-skin settee, a tommy- 
gun-toting bad guy kicking in the 
door. Don’t shoot, G-Man! Social 
Distortion frontman and song- 
writer Mike Ness pays self-con- 
scious tribute to the tradition of 
the rock-and-roll outlaw with 
such conviction that you have to 
wonder: it’s a cool pose, but does 
he really believe this stuff? 

The new album argues that — 
to invoke another cliché — there’s 
a lot of truth in pretending. The 
first tune fades in with the ghost of 
low-mixed feedback into a medi- 
um-tired heavy groove that grows 
in volume and then fades all the 
way to a drawn-out coda. 

The end of a song? At the 
beginning of the album? But on 
that last fading guitar chord the 
drummer counts off a faster four 
on the hi-hat, and the great wall 
of _six-strings comes in, 
foursquare and heavier than 
before, faster, infused with life. 
“Loving, over and over again,” 
Ness snarls. In a little over a 
minute, the band has pantomimed 
the whole death-and-resurrection 
scene of rock-and-roll lore. It’s 
James Brown, limping off the 
stage in a cape and then re- 
emerging, born again. It’s Eddie 
Vedder, giving himself up in a 








free-fall into the crowd and then 
delivered safely back to the stage. 
Ness has been down before, he’ll 
be down again, but he’s ready to 
love and to fight for what’s right, 
six-guns — er, guitars — blaz- 
ing. He knows how to tell the 
story, which puts him a couple of 
cuts above your average ’90s 
punk band. 

What also sets Ness apart is 
that he’s the real deal, someone 
who followed hard on the heels of 
first-generation punk. He grew 
up in the LA scene that included 
hardcore progenitors like Black 
Flag, the Circle Jerks, and Fear, 
plus the Germs, and less easily 
definable punks like X and the 
Gun Club. In 1982, Social 
Distortion toured with Youth 
Brigade; that culminated with a 
stay at the “Dischord House” in 
DC with Minor Threat. The 
aborted odyssey was captured in 
the film Another State of Mind 
(named for the song Ness is try- 
ing to write throughout the 
course of the movie). 

Ness’s early songs for Social 
Distortion are cut from the mold 
of British punk: short, fast, and, 
unlike the most radical American 
hardcore, tuneful. The short, 
choppy phrases of “The Creeps” 
(from 1982’s Mommys Little 
Monster) don’t add up to an 
anthem so much as a slogan. The 
same could be said of a powerful 
early single like “1945.” But 
“Another State of Mind” already 
shows Ness’s crafty promise. 
There’s more of a release in the 
vocal harmonies and longer 
melodic phrases; and in the film, 
the circular chord progressions of 
verse-chorus-verse not only have 
a Classic garagy formal economy 
but embody the sworls of slam 
dancers in front of the stage. 
Watching the daily grind of that 
cross-country school-bus tour, 
listening to the song over images 
of club hysteria (“This road leads 
to this, and this one leads to 
that/Her voice sends shivers 
down my spine”), you can already 
hear Ness beginning to mytholo- 
gize his everyday existence. 

Ness’s drinking, drugging, and 
all-around bad behavior appar- 
ently broke up the band at the end 
of the ‘tour documented in 
Another State of Mind. He got 
back. together with guitarist 
Dennis Danell in 1985; by the 
time the band had released Prison 
Bound, in 1988, it was obvious he 
had learned a lot — mostly in the 


form of rockabilly, There was. 


some jail time in there too, and 
the hard business of getting off 
drugs and alcohol. He even began 
to lose some of the Brit inflections 
of his delivery. (All the band’s 
early albums, as well as the singles 
collection Mainliner: Wreckage 
from the Past, are available on 
Time Bomb.) 

After inking a major-label deal 
with Epic, the band went further

into rockabilly and related genres 
like country and folk, but they 
always pumped, fast, with the big 
guitars and a heavy beat. It was 
riff-rock married to Ness’s bitter 
turns of chord and melody. They 
had been known in their early 
years to cover “Under My 
Thumb”; now they covered 
Johnny Cash’s “Ring of Fire.” 
The street-level observations of 
the early work had given way to a 
Cash-like American mythology of 
the outlaw, the outsider, the exis- 
tential loner. 

The broad strokes fit Ness’s 
palette to a “T.” Where he used to 
blacken his eyes in an early glam- 
punk style (it was away of looking 
sad and evoking the audience’s 
sympathy, he said in Another State 
of Mind) sr appear on stage 
swathed if white bandages, now 
he paigAust as rigorous attention 
to grgoming himself in the image 
of Brando from The Wild One — 
the shades, the hair, a new trim 

/ body, many elaborate tattoos. 

Somewhere Between Heaven 
and Hell was the most fully real- 
ized yet of Ness’s blend of rocka- 
billy and punk. And his opening 
guitar-and-voice verse oon 
“Making Believe” made the coun- 
try and folk connections explicit. 
His awareness of rock styles put 
him in a league with genre benders 
like X (the punk country rock of 
domestic and community turmoil) 
and the Gun Club (a punk version 


of Robert Johnson’s existential 
dread). And his prosaic lyrics had 
become more eloquent. The sim- 
ply stated dread of a song like 
“Cold Feelings” was made palpa- 
ble in the music, being all the more 
effective for what was left unstated 
in the lyrics, the tensions that make 
the singer want to “separate my 
body from my mind.” 

White Light, White Heat, White 
Trash goes back to the band’s 
punk roots; the rockabilly of the 
past three albums has been sub- 
dued. It’s a risk, especially since 
the last album yielded Ness’s best 
single batch of songs. By this 
point, though, Ness’s. study of 
other styles has mg ingrained 
in his own songwr ‘f voice. The 
opening “Dear Loytr” has the 
same cyclical @egance. as 
“Another State of Mine,” but it’s 
been refined evenfurther with his 
enhanced melodje sense. 

This time afound, of course, 
Ness has Sony Music production 
value on hisside. He and Danell 
have honed their twin-guitar 
attack into a majestic cathedral of 
sound, ‘what critic Robert Palmer 
calls the church of the sonic gui- 
tar. The riffs now course through 
their tunes like deep-flowing 
streams. Despite the general air of 
loud pummeling, Ness has a grasp 
of dynamics. A song’s bridge will 
break for a verse of muttered, 
fearful-yet-defiant lyrics over an 
insistent single-string vamp. The 





punk signature wail of a long, 
scraped guitar string comes in, 
followed closely by the hit of the 
drums, and then the return of 
those pounding guitar riffs from 
the last chorus — like a promise 
kept. The riffs themselves seem to 
take on a mythic significance. 
“Untitled #2,” with all those one- 
way streets, is about constancy in 
the face of mutability — about 
faith and love. And those mesmer- 
izing, familiar rhythms and pro- 
gressions take on gravity, emo- 
tional weight. Here, and in a stan- 
dard confession song like “I Was 
Wrong,” on-the-beat chording 
never sounded so sublime. 

When we first talked about the 
album, a friend of mine used the 
term “meat-and-potatoes rock 
and roll.” He meant it as a com- 
pliment, and he was right. In 
White Light, White Heat, White 
Trash, Ness asks forgiveness for 
unnamed sins (“I Was Wrong”), 
rails against social injustice 
(“Don’t Drag Me Down,” with its 
chorus line, “You’re 18, wanna be ; 
a man/Your grandaddy’s in the 
Ku Klux Klan”), talks about 
mutual culpability (“Down-Here 
— With the Rest of Us”), and 
offers an elegy (“When the Angels ; 
Sing”). In every case, his home- 
spun thoughts take on surprising 
authority in those pounded-out, 
polished chords. It’s meat and 
potatoes with a fortifier of spiritu- 
al sustenance. s

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Ms. Amos at Harborlights; Longy’s 11th annual SeptemberFest

mine on his way to Tori Amos’s concert at the Wang Center. Tori Amos. 


student’s passion was another matter. Some friends played me her 


impressive debut album, Little Earthquakes; then I heard “Horses” on | 
her recent Boys for Pele, and I was hooked. Her riveting Harborlights | 


concert last week was my first live 
experience with her, and I’m even 
more impressed. 

Amos was a Classical child 
prodigy. She’s now 32 and her 
musicianship is stunning. She 
writes her own songs, and 
whether hard-rocking or lan- 
guorous, they have a rhythmic 
punch — and lilt — that never 
lets you off the hook. She’s also 
one of the few rock composers 
I've heard who has a gift for 
melody. Her best tunes have a 
surprising little bump in the 
melodic line, an intervallic leap — 
suddenly there, not led up to — 
that takes your breath away, then 
lodges in your mind and keeps 
you awake nights. Like Schubert 
or Brahms. The songs are ambi- 
tious — often five or six minutes 
long, with complex musical struc- 
tures more like opera arias than 
pop songs. 

There's also her voice it’s 
one of the rangiest in pop music. 
The Globe’s Steve Morse called 
her. “Edith Piaf on acid.” If she 
didn’tsound so much like herself, 
you could mistake her at times for 
anyone from. Bonnie Raitt to 
Barbara Streisand. Amos’s 
“Somewhere over the Rainbow,” 
on her latest extended-play CD, 
Hey Jupiter, wouldn’t have been 
possible without Streisand’s 
famously slow “Happy Days Are 
Here Again.” In “Little 
Amsterdam,” a sultry number 
about murder and miscegenation, 
she reminds me of Billie Holiday 
singing “Strange Fruit.” She’s got 
a scratchy sexual rasp that she 
“plays” the way a flute player 
plays Berio’s flutter-tonguing, 
and an erotic little-girl breathi- 
ness that makes me think of 
Marilyn Monroe. In “Sugar,” she 
actually sang away from the mike, 
her voice eerily disembodied. But 
she also has a firm classical 
soprano that has more body than 
Linda Ronstadt’s. 

Amos must also be one of the 
most dextrous and inventive key- 
board players in the business. At 
Harborlights, she straddled one 
or another corner of a square 
piano bench, which allowed her to 
turn to the huge amplified 
Bésendorfer on her left or to the 
facing harpsichord on her right, 
which she played with either 
mock-Baroque delicacy or 
pounding percussiveness. She 
actually seemed to be riding the 
“Horses” that would take her to a 
place where her demons can't go. 
In “Caught a Lite Sneeze,” she 
switched back and forth between 
both instruments, rhythmically 
slapping the side of the amplified 
piano and even her amplified self. 
Part of the terror of “Little 
Amsterdam” was her left-hand 
boogie-woogie piano. 

“Horses” was something of a 
surprise on another front. On 
Boys for Pele, it’s a haunting, even 
teasing folk song with a simple 





but exquisite tune — a poignant, 
dreamlike escape from personal 
nightmare and search for a sexual 
Eden (“You showed me the 
meadow/And Milkwood/And 
Silkwood/And you would if | 
would/But you never would”). 
The live version was different. 
The amplified piano sound was 
overwhelming, and Amos’s 
improvisations — more like jazz 
than rock, especially the keyboard 
work — gave the song quite a dif- 
ferent spin. It was bigger, harsh- 
er, as if coming from within the 
nightmare itself. People familiar 
with the songs were getting not 
mere live re-creations or imita- 
tions of what’s on the albums but 
entirely new versions (you can 
hear similar live concert material 
on her EPs), some with radical 
rhythmic syncopations and 
changes of tempo and texture. 
These changes underlined how 
powerfully this concert — like the 
albums — was put together to 
show off Amos’s range as singer, 
player, and songwriter. A very 
uptempo “Talula” (with Steve 
Caton’s powerful guitar and the 
colored lights swooping and 
weaving — you might recognize 
the song from the soundtrack of 
Twister) was followed by “Me and 
a Gun,” Amos’s autobiographical 


HER BEST TUNES can take your breath away, then lodge in your mind and keep you awake nights. 
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ballad about a rape from Little 
Earthquakes, which she sang qui- 
etly, without any instrumental 
accompaniment, and sitting on 
the edge of her piano bench, lean- 
ing in toward the audience with 
her legs tightly crossed. This live 
version was even more up-close 
and intensely personal than the 
recording, and all the more dra- 
matic coming after the driving 
“Talula.” She followed it with the 
children’s song “This Old Man” 
(“He plays two, he plays nick- 
nack on my shoe”). I never 
thought that song had any sug- 
gestive content before, but | sure 
do now. 

Many of Amos’s fans — and | 
count myself among them — 
have trouble with the obscurity 
and private references in her 
lyrics. Only after | read several 
articles did 1 learn that the “Neil” 
she mentions in “Horses” (“But 
will you find me if Neil/Makes me 
a tree an afro a pharaoh?/I can't 
go/You said so”) is the cartoonist 
Neil Gaiman, who based his char- 
acter Delirium on her. I’m daunt- 
ed by some of the disjointed sur- 
realism. Is Talula a “her,” “him,” 
or “it”? What's the execution of 
Anne Boleyn doing in that song? 
Some of the words seem chosen 
more for-sound than for meaning. 
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Since these are songs, not 
poems, the music mainly tran- 
scends the knottiest lyrics. But 
many of the lyrics have real literary 
merit. Amos is a ventriloquist, 
often speaking in more than one 
voice in a_ single song. In 
“Mother,” she’s both the nurturing 
life force (“Go go go go now out 
of the nest”) and the tentative 
young bird flying off (“Mother the 
car is here, somebody leave the 
light on”). Even when | can’t fol- 
low the narrative, there are at least 
such evocative lines as “These little 
earthquakes — doesn’t take much 
to rip us into pieces” or “So you 
can make me cum that doesn’t 
make you Jesus” (“Precious 
Things”). And there are trenchant 
psychological insights. “Boy you 
still look pretty/When you're 
putting the damage on,” she sings 
(“Putting the Damage On”) in one 
of the best it’s-over-but-you-still- 
turn-me-on songs I know. In “Me 
and a Gun” what goes through the 
rape victim’s head is: “I haven't 
seen Barbados so | must get out of 
this.” 

The production itself, full of 
geometrical, Kandinsky-like light 
patterns, was slickly, even ele- 
gantly atmospheric. Amos herself 
seemed to change color with the 
gels. She flung her head back; she 
danced; then she reached a sud- 
den stillness. At the end of this 
generous two-hour set, a harmo- 
nium was wheeled out to replace 
the harpsichord. She launched 
into her final encore, a positively 
apocalyptic version of Prince’s 
“Purple Rain”: “I don’t do this 
very often,” she said. 

And she seemed on intimate 
terms with her 5000 fans in the 
audience. When a woman yelled 
out, “I saw Trainspotting in 











Hebrew,” Amos responded, “I’ve 
done all sorts of things in 
Hebrew. Hey, I’m a minister’s 
daughter, I'll try almost any- 
thing.” 


TWO OF OUR most expressive 
and communicative classical 
singers were the highlights of the 
two free concerts | heard in the 
Longy School’s Jith annual 
SeptemberFest. The series opener 
was a program of music com- 
posed in America by European 
composers, which ranged from 
Dvorak to Bart6k (Contrasts for 
Violin, Clarinet, and Piano in a 
steamroller of a performance by 
Clayton Hoener, Thor is _ Hill, 
and Ossie Borosh tha. 1 wish had 
had more lilt and more con- 
trast) to 38-year-old Moscow- 
born BU — graduate  Jakov 
Jakoulov’s lively and_ stealthy 
Viola Sonata from last year (with 
violist Michael Zaretsky and 
pianist Bernadette  Balkus). 
Mezzo-soprano Jane Struss led 
off with eight seldom-heard songs 
composed between 1928 and 
1967 by Felix Wolfes, a distin- 
guished opera conductor and 
accompanist in Europe who 
became associated with 
Tanglewood, the Met, and the 
New England Conservatory. 

These songs, wisely arranged in 
thematic rather than chronologi- 
cal order, offered a rich variety of 
attitudes, from lush Romanticism 
to satiric irony. | loved the mock- 
gloomy chromaticism in Wolfes’s 
setting of one of my favorite 
German poems, Christian 
Morgenstern’s “The Two Asses” 
(“I am so dumb. You are so 
dumb./Let’s go and die together 
— come!”), with its sly allusion to 
Mahler. Struss was in rare form, 
bringing the words to life with her 
customary conviction, inward- 
ness, and a sweeping, almost 
Wagnerian lyric line. Anne 
Francoise Perrault was her secure 
and supportive accompanist. 

Soprano Nancy Armstrong is 
another singer who approaches 
music from the inside. As part of 
a centennial tribute to Virgil 
Thomson, accompanied _ by 
pianist and Thomson biographer 
Anthony Tommasini, she sang 
Thomson's heavenly cycle Mostly 
About Love (1959), a setting of 
four funny and poignant poems 
by Kenneth Koch. If anything, 
Armstrong and Tommasini have 
gotten even deeper into the spe- 
cial world of these songs than on 
their superb 1994 Northeastern 
recording. The third song, “Let's 
Take a Walk,” ends with an invita- 
tion (“Come on”), and Armstrong 
managed to suggest far more than 
a walk without actually leering. In 
the last and best, “A Prayer to St. 
Catherine,” she begs to be “pre- 
served from heartache and shy- 
ness,” knowing that St. Catherine 
will neither laugh nor pass judg- 
ment. In an evening of other 
Thomson songs, minor solo and 
chamber music, and a rare set of 
choruses that had more than their 
share of intonation problems, 
Armstrong's diction was as effort- 
less and crystalline as her vocal 
tone, as clear as her feeling. 
“Make the person that sings this 
song less shy than that person is,” 
the prayer ends, “and give that 
person some joy in that person's 
heart.”

Re Mould 


Bob's back, and Pete's to blame

kind of sense — to see Bob Mould moderating a 


panel discussion on 
Transitions” at the CMJ Music 
Marathon in New York City two 
weeks ago. Mould may not be as 
much of an expert on the subject as, 
say, Donny Osmond or Billy Idol. But 
in the highly specialized, integrity- 
conscious realm of indie rock (or, as 
some of my friends used to call it back 
when Mould was writing songs like 
“Makes No Sense at All” for the 
“hardcore” band Hiisker Dii, “college 
rock”), he has always been wrestling 
with growing pains. And through his 
ongoing struggle to maintain artistic 
integrity and personal space in the 
face of the compromises that com- 
merce demands, he has emerged as 
the embodiment of alterna-rock’s 
troubled conscience. 

Along with Henry Rollins, another 
former “hardcore” dude and SST 
alumnus; Mould stands as one of the 
few who made the transition from the 
*80s underground to the ’90s alterna- 
tive mainstream. Both have fans who 
know far less about Black Flag and 
Hiisker Dii than the Rollins Band and 
Sugar. As Mould put it in “Wishing 
Well,” a powerful track from his first 
post—Hiisker Dii disc and a song that 
he’ll almost certainly open his set with 
when he comes to Avalon this Tuesday 
on a solo acoustic tour, “There’s a 
price to be paid for every wish that 
comes true.” 

Mould got sick of paying that price 
earlier this year, so once again he 
became an artist in transition. He 
announced the break-up of Sugar, 
offered a de facto explanation by 
titling one track from his first post- 
Sugar ‘solo disc (Bob Mould, 
Rykodisc) “I Hate Alternative Rock,”

and issued a statement that he would 
not be touring or giving interviews for 
the remainder of the year. 

“I recognize that most people might 
not understand the conflicts and con- 
tradictions of the music business that 
have made themselves apparent to me 
over the last few years,” he wrote in a 
press release; it concluded, “I have no 
desire to talk about myself every day 
for the next three months, nor do I 
feel any great need to perform these 
songs 100 times in the four months 
after the talking stops.” But the dedi- 
cation at the end of the credits on Bob 
Mould said it all: “This one is for me.” 

If the solo disc, which featured 
some of the darkest, most emotionally 
turbulent personal songs Mould has 
ever recorded, represented the end of 
one phase of his career (Sugar), then 
the tour that brings him to town this 
week offers the possibility of a new 
one. He’s joined on the tour by 
Andrew Duplantis, an acoustic bassist 
from Austin, and rather than focusing 
on tunes from Bob Mould, they'll be 
playing songs that span the whole of 
Mould’s career. 

“This is the first time that anybody 
has dabbled with the old stuff with 
me,” he explains over the phone from 
his home in Austin. “We’re doing all 
kinds of stuff from the Hiisker years, 
from Sugar, and from my solo albums. 
I’m finally letting go of the little 
schisms that separated those songs.” 

So, what made Mould change his 
mind about talking and touring this 
year? Well, for starters there was Pete 
Townshend, who asked him to open 
two shows in New York City back in 
May — an offer he couldn’t turn 








down. And then there’s the issue of 
revealing his little secret about the 
song “I Hate Alternative Rock.” “It’s a 
five-line limerick,” he chuckles, “and 
the line ‘The 20th century has not 
been particularly kind to me’ is kind of 
a joke. It’s the funniest line on the 
record.” But mostly it was the 
Townshend thing. 

Mould goes on, “Last spring I did 
an acoustic show at the Academy in 
New York and Pete came down. After 
the set, before I went back out for the 
encore, the stage manager came up to 
me and said, ‘Pete Townshend is here. 
Can he come back and say hi?’ And I 
was like, ‘Of course, after the encore.’ 
I didn’t realize he was such a big fan, 
but he came back and he was going on 
and on about [the Hiisker Dii tune] 
‘Celebrated Summer’ and the way I 
changed the words to ‘Man on the 
Moon.’ Then I got this call from his 
American manager, who said that Pete 
really wanted me to do those shows in 
New York. I was thinking, ‘God, I told 
myself I wasn’t going to tour, and I 
told the media I wasn’t going to tour, 
so it’s going to make me a liar, but 
sure, I’ll do it.’ It was really just me 
letting go of my own bullshit.” 

That bullshit had been building in 
response to the pressures that commer- 
cial necessity exerted on Mould’s per- 
sonal life and artistic freedom over the 
course of Sugar’s four-year existence. 
During that brief busy period he was a 
somewhat unwitting participant in his 
own “outing” by Spin magazine. The 
extent to which his home life suffered is 
probably best measured by the seething 
pain and bitterness expressed in songs 
like “Anymore Time Between,” “Roll 
Over and Die,” “Thumbtack,” and 
“Next Time That You Leave” — the 
ones on the new album that he refers to 
as “very serious, personal, and definite- 
ly not funny.” 

Mould says that those problems 
have been “settled.” But the issues 
surrounding the demise of Sugar are 
something he’s still .actively mulling 
over as he ponders the next phase of 
his career. 

“Sugar was an accident that turned 
into this big unwieldy thing. I’m not 
sure that [bassist] David [Barbe}and 
{drummer] Malcolm [Travis] can 
appreciate how bad it isto be in a 
band that breaks up on bad terms in 
public. We’re lucky that it was not an 
acrimonious thing. We all still talk and 
we're all still on good terms. I have my 
regrets about it ending, but I think it 
was the healthiest thing for all of us. 
It’s not like we were all in our 20s and 
living in the same house. We’re people 
in our 30s that have lives. 

“I remember Sugar as a great expe- 
rience, but one that was pretty taxing. 
That band, in a three-year span, did a 
lot more than most bands do in a 
career, and it took a lot out of me. 
Being the focus. Not so much musi- 
cally, but in terms of being the care- 
giver — which means trying to bal- 
ance the needs of 10 or 11 people and 
their families. It beat the shit out of 
me because when I do that I rarely 
take care of myself. I think what hap- 
pens is that when it all starts to get too 
big, when I start to feel that I don’t 
have a life, when it’s 18 hours a day of 
obsessing and taking care of every 
detail, it gets me down. And it’s just 
natural that I have to step back to 
decompress and find things to write 
about. Emotionally it’s tough, but the 
work is usually better for it.” 

For now, Mould is enjoying the 
freedom of being an artist in the midst 
of a musical transition, of having. the 
luxury to make decisions that don’t 
affect the income of two bandmates, a 
road crew, and their families. 

“I’m fortunate that I have a bass 
player I get along with. We can get in 
a car and go play for a while. I might 
put a band’ together or I might do 
acoustic touring for two years. I just 
don’t‘want to get.totally locked down 
toa notion too quitkly. I want to leave 
some doors open for a change.” _@

Fanzine the Noise celebrates 
its 15th anniversary — twice 


BY BRETT MILANO When the Noise first hit local 
clubs and newsstands in 1981, the cover story was about 
the opening of the Allston rock club Streets. It wasn’t a 
very good sign. The club was history within two years 
(Marty’s Liquors is there now), but the Noise itself is still 
going strong, and still at pretty much the same grassroots 


level at which it began. 

If not quite the longest-running music 
*zine in town (Boston Rock has been 
around a few months longer but has sur- 
vived a number of shake-ups and incarna- 
tions), the black and white, locally focused 
Noise remains one of the constants of the 
local scene. The paper began a two-week 
anniversary celebration at Club Bohemia 
last weekend and will continue at the 
Middle East this Saturday with a show fea- 
turing current cover subject Jack Drag. 

It takes a truly devoted local-music fan 
to run a ‘zine for 15 years — especially if it 
loses money for the first 14. And 
editor/publisher T. Max (real name: 
Timothy Maxwell) fits the bill. The last 
time he held a day job was in 1981, when 
he worked in a health-food store on 
Newbury Street. “I had no income other 
than the Noise for a long time, so I learned 
how to live off $50 a week. I went to a 
career counselor once, and she figured out 
that I was telling her | wanted to do the 
Noise for a living. I basically talked her into 
talking me into going for it.” 

Only in the past year has the Noise 
turned a profit, since he began offering ads 
to local bands at half-price. “A long time 
ago I was intending to marry a woman, and 
I went to visit her family out in lowa,” Max 
says. “Her father was asking me things like 
“What's the potential of your business; how 
long before you go national?’ To end the 
story, I didn’t get married.” 

Shoestring operation or not, the Noise 
remains a smart, readable ’zine with a core 
of good writers: Mikey Dee, Mary 
Ricciardi, Suzanne Thompson, and Francis 
DiMenno among the current batch. Ex- 
Bags member’s Crispin Wood’s comic strip 
“Rockschool” is reason enough to seek the 
’zine out — it may be the funniest and 
most on-target satire of the local scene 
that’s yet been done. (On the other hand, 
the egalitarian slant means a certain num- 
ber of album or concert reviews by folks 
who’ve never written a review before.) 
There’s generally a booster-ish tone to the 
Noise, but it can surprise you. Max says 
he’s seen some fallout over a trashing of 
Weeping in Fits & Starts in the current 
issue. “I’ve already had two people call me 
up over that one — which is fine because 
the band will probably get some payback 
[from the debate]. We try to tell it like it is, 
but from the point of view of someone who 
cares about the local scene. If you look at 
our reviews, there’s more mediocre ones 
than raves.” 

Even fatherhood didn’t keep Max out of 
the clubs; for a time he’d often be seen at 
shows with his infant son, Izzy, in tow. 
Now that Izzy’s in his early teens, they’ve 
become Boston’s only cross-generational 
bandmates, playing together in the band 
Max (with T. on guitar and Izzy on bass). 
You'd expect that a kid who was literally 
raised on rock might have rebelled by now, 
especially after the time Mark Parenteau 
brought Izzy on stage to introduce a band 
at the Rumble (he reacted by crying, as 
most one-year-olds would). 

“No, he just fell naturally into rock and 
roll, and he wound up rejecting a lot of 
things I tried to push on him, like baseball. 
I wanted him to be in the Little League, but 
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he wouldn’t have it.” 

The first Noise anniversary event at Club 
Bohemia last weekend was one of that 
club’s more populated shows in months, 
the crowd being equal parts recognizable 
scenesters and new-in-town art students 
(or an incredible simulation). I arrived in 
time to catch the Ghost of Tony Gold, who 
got my attention through a strange-but- 
rocking demo tape a few months back. On 
stage they were stranger and more rocking, 
playing an art-roots brand of punk rock 
with instrumentation that included a banjo, 
a “Good Vibrations”-style theremin, and a 
bassist who played an acoustic stand-up 
model, all capped off with vocals that 
recalled the abandon of Willie Alexander’s 
boom-boom days. 

The Noise has always had a fondness for 
bands with a visual/theatrical bent. On 
Friday, Mick Mondo — who is songwriter 
and Boston Rock Opera regular Mick 
Maldonado in his ’70s UK glitter-rocker 
guise — patrolled the room while T. and 
Izzy Max gave awards to the attendees who 
did the best Tarzan yell. Our night (and for 
the record, my birthday) was capped off 
appropriately by the Strangemen, the trash- 
surf band with mile-high hair and an appar- 
ent willingness to do anything for attention. 
On this night they introduced a new mem- 
ber, a six-foot-two dancer known as 
Amazona, who gyrated in a tiger-striped 
outfit while the band sang her praises 
(“Amazona, how you’ve grown-a”). Imagine 
Sleep Chamber with a sense of humor. 


RIP: SUNNY JOE WHITE. | only briefly 
met Sunny Joe White, the Boston radio 
personality and former WXKS program 
director who died last week at 42 of an 
apparent heart attack. But I felt as if I knew 
the guy. White had a talent that every D] 
wants: the knack of being genuinely likable 
on the air. During his "XKS heyday he was 
one of Boston’s most listenable jocks, com- 
ing across more like a regular guy than a 
trendy insider or an obsequious nice guy. 

He was also a programmer who took 
chances, particularly in the early ’80s when 
“crossover” was a new idea. Most main- 
stream stations were still scared to play a 
revolutionary song like Grandmaster 
Flash’s “The Message” when White pro- 
grammed it soon after its 1981 release. He 
had a wide-ranging aesthetic that could 
mix Stevie Wonder’s latest ballad with 
Peter Wolf’s solo debut and pre-stardom 
singles by some kid named Prince. If you 
were listening to KISS back then you were 
hearing hit radio at its best; the airwaves 
nowadays could use more of White’s open- 
mindedness.

Obviously David Bowie playing a Boston club is a capital “E” event, yet the $300 
price tag some scalpers were putting on tickets outside Avalon last Friday night 
was illuminating. Bowie may have lost some of his chart juice and arena-bursting 
clout in the alternative-rock era, but there are still fans who'll live or die — or at 


least shell out big dollars — for his art. 


No wonder. With stripped-down four-piece backing out, Seite putons 
show worthy of a true rock star: flamboyant, career-spanning, minimally but pre- 
cisely staged, musically daring. In what looked like a tattered 18th-century British 
Army officer’s uniform he was a mesmerizing presence — yet he was in turn 
utterly engaged by the audience and his fellow players, who included Boston- 
based guitarist Reeves Gabrels. At times Bowie sat on the drum riser and passed 
the spotlight to Gabrels, who — with few exceptions — slew the conventions of 
guitar soloing with his sonic sculptures. Rather than playing licks he played tones 
— stretching single notes down an octave, gently riding squiggles of feedback 
with his guitar whammy bar, pushing slurred piles of notes out of his speakers 
until they blended in a textural laser beam of sound. 

Bowie reneged on his vow never to play his old hits, offering “Heroes” and 
“Under Pressure” and old album tracks like “Aladdin Sane," even “All the Young 
Dudes,” which he'd written. for Mott the Hoople, and a cover of the Velvet 
Underground's “White Light, White Heat.” But the majority of the performance 
was new material drawn from recent albums and a techno-flavored release he's.

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most distinct voice of all belonged 
to Bernard Herrmann (1911- 
75). During a movie career that 
started with Citizen Kane (’41) 
and ended with Taxi Driver (’76), 
and that encompassed a variety of 
genres and imaginative orchestra- 
tions, the composer’s essential 
quality consistently shone 
through — an elegant morose- 
ness seemingly suspended 
between some half-remembered 
tragedy and the certainty that 
things will come to a bad end.

Uneasy listening 


Herrmann’s music makes its own movies 
BY RICHARD C. WALLS Although many a film scorer has had a 


distinct style, only a few have had a distinct voice — that singular 
expressiveness that permeates every endeavor. And of these few, the 


Milhaud’s The Creation of the 
World, the composer “enlivens” 
his impressionistic gauze with 
some gamely orchestrated blues 
that sound, as such things always 
do, a little dinky (meanwhile, the 
gauze sounds timeless). Kurt 
Weill is represented from his sub- 
versively depressed and witty 
score for The Threepenny Opera. 
The fourth face is Gershwin’s, 
with an orchestra and a piano 
soloist showboating their way 
through a brace of tuxedo’d vari- 
ations on “I Got Rhythm.” 

Where is Herrmann in all this? 
Famously temperamental, he’s 
presumably waving a grumpy 
baton. 

But if the Jazz disc is marginal, 
Fantasy Film is a good introduc- 
tion to the composer’s oeuvre. It 
offers four suites, devised and 
conducted by Herrmann, of his 
own music from The Day the 
Earth Stood Still (1951), The 
Seventh Voyage of Sinbad (1958), 
Journey to the Center of the Earth 





(1959), and Fahrenheit 451 
(1966). These films do not repre- 
sent the composer’s best work, 
just his most striking. His music 
was often otherworldly, and 
assignments like these tempted 
him to gild the lily — which he 
never resisted. 

Herrmann was often imitated, 
usually wretchedly, and just as his 
famous “black and white” (i.e., 
string section only) score for 
Hitchcock’s Psycho (1960) 
became a touchstone for a gener- 
ation of splatter maestros, so too 
The Day the Earth Stood Still now 
sounds like the motherlode of 
’50s sci-fi movie scores. His use 
of the theremin was especially 
cogent. Although Miklés Rézsa 
was the instrument’s pioneer in 
film scoring — for Hitchcock’s 
Spellbound (1945) — Herrmann 
more fully explored its potential 
for creepy grandeur. Gaudy thrills 
abound, and yet he also interjects 
adult ambiances; the hugely goofy 
sounds that herald the entrance of

the robot Gort soon modulate 
into a reflective episode reminis- 
cent of the pinched-brass hope- 
lessness of Citizen Kane’s 
Xanadu. 

Similarly, Sinbad at times 
comes on like the type of ersatz 
Oriental romp one would expect 
from Les Baxter, a minor film 
scorer and one of the heroes of 
the current lounge revival. But 
then Herrmann’s temperament 
asserts itself and we’re offered an 
airy yearning melody, one that 
would achieve a juicy apotheosis 
when reworked for Hitchcock’s 
Marnie (64). Journey is the com- 
poser’s most wholly extroverted 
score here, grabbing you with its 
stereo equipment, testing five 
organs and the grotesquely bleat- 
ing serpent, an anaconda-like 
wind instrument from the 17th 
century that Handel’s Royal 
Fireworks Music made famous. 

The score for Frangois 
Truffaut’s Fahrenheit 451 is the 
set’s odd man out, being closer in

kind to Herrmann’s more 
straightforwardly romantic 
efforts. It begins with a section 
wherein the strings never touch 
the ground (anxiety has rarely 
been lovelier), moves to a more 
majestic version of the Psycho 
“driving” music, then settles in 
for some perhaps too-ripe sad- 
ness. If so, all is redeemed by the 
finale, a slowly unraveling lament 
and one of Herrmann’s few flat- 
out beautiful melodies, even 
though it ends on an ominous 
note, a last-moment withholding 
of comfort that marks it more 
than anything as the composer’s 
creation. 

Herrmann’s film music avoids 
all the usual pitfalls. It doesn’t 
matter whether you’ve seen the 
films. His output doesn’t have the 
anonymous, sludgy, pseudo- 
romantic sound of most pre-rock 
film scores. Although written to 
accompany, it has a life of its 
own. It is, in short, eminently 
worth hearing.

Ellis Paul writes other people’s memoirs 
BY SETH ROGOVOY The hot new trend in publishing is the memoir. 


Writers who in the past may have used their experience as raw material 
from which to craft artful, imaginary narratives now opt to give us the 


dirt plain and straight. Did you 
notice how few actual short sto- 
ries were in the New Yorker’s 
summer fiction issue? (Hint: 
four.) Instead the magazine was 
full of nonfiction narratives in the 
form of letters, anecdotes, essays, 
and two new genres: “personal 
history” and “morality tale.” 
Metaphor is out; reportage is in. 

Enter Ellis Paul, nonfiction sto- 
ryteller in song. 

“All my songs are about real 
people,” says Paul. “I’m sort of 
writing journalistically, trying to 
tap into what happened hanging 
out with certain people and [relat- 
ing] conversations we’ve had.” 
He’s speaking by phone from 
Davis, California, where he’s just 
finished playing at a Tower 
Records to promote his third 
album, A Carnival of Voices 
(Philo/Rounder). The _ reedy- 
voiced, Boston-based  singer- 
songwriter goes on, “When I try 
to write fictional songs, they end 
up grade-B, using clichés rather

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than describing details that are 
actually there.” 

Thus, Paul’s new CD kicks off 
with “Midnight Strikes Too 
Soon,” a groove-folk number 
laced with harmonica and a lazy, 
thumping bass drum line that 
talks about a friend who likes to 
hang out with Paul on her NYC 
apartment building’s rooftop, 
from where “every window tells a 
story in cold hard truth.” 
“There’s a woman named 
Cathy,” Paul points out, “and I 
actually do hang out up on the 
roof with her.” He adds that the 
events of “Paris in a Day,” which 
describes a 24-hour whirlwind 
tour of the French capital, are 
also drawn from real life. 

Well, so what? Are the immedi- 
ate experiences of a 30-year-old 
former Boston College track star 
who has been playing music for 
less than a decade rich and com- 
pelling enough to resonate for a 
wider audience? 

So far the answer seems to be 





yes. With just two albums behind 
him, Say Something and Stories, 
both on the small Cambridge 
indie Black Wolf, Paul’s jump to 
Rounder’s_ prestigious Philo 
imprint — home to such new- 
folk stalwarts as Bill Morrissey 
and Cheryl Wheeler — is nothing 
to be shrugged off. (Philo re- 
released Stories last year.) And on 


A Carnival of Voices, Paul pre- 


sents 11 new tunes (plus the now 
requisite hidden tracks) that will 
undoubtedly solidify his reputa- 
tion as a manufacturer of careful- 
ly honed ff occasionally flawed 
contemporary-folk gems. 
According to his self-penned 
liner notes, Paul’s songs originate 
in “a crowd of mismatched people 
inside my head, conversing in lit- 
tle clusters . . . I’ve stolen their 
laughing melodies and put them 
into song.” Once there, he inter- 
acts with them: debating theology 
with a born-again friend in the 
ambling “Weightless”; feeling 
smugly superior to his workaday 
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TRUE STORIES: “When | 
write fictional songs, they end 
up grade-B, using clichés 
rather than describing details 
that are there.” 





siblings in “Never Lived at All” 
(an uptempo, Billy Joel—like bal- 
lad); getting hot and bothered 
over an old flame on “Deliver 
Me,” which is not a bad bit of 
folk/R&B, prompting thoughts of 
Carole King’s Tapestry. 

There isn’t a lot of levity here, 
unless you count the line “We did 
Paris in a day/What would Marcel 
Marceau say?” Literally thumbs 
down, one supposes. But give the 





Maine native and winner of mul- 
tiple Boston Music Awards and a 
1994 Kerrville New Folk Award 
credit for the wittily titled “Self- 
Portrait,” in which he reveals, “I 
tried to frame my own self-por- 
trait into a three-minute, one-act 
play/But I’m a carnival of voic- 
es/It’s hard to pin me down that 
way.” Not only is this guy self-ref- 
erential; he even writes his own 
reviews! 

Paul’s weaknesses have always 
been his vocals and melodies; the 
former are thin and the latter vir- 
tually non-existent. But on 
Carnival he turns his vocal limita- 
tions into strengths by emphasiz- 
ing the spoken quality of his 
lyrics, many of which are actual 
lines of dialogue, and shooting for 
raw emotion where necessary. 
Jerry Marotta, the Peter Gabriel 
drummer who is rapidly becom- 
ing the new-folk producer/side- 
man of choice, does his best to fill 
out the picture with an all-star 
back-up cast including bassist 
Tony Levin (Gabriel, King 
Crimson), guitarists Duke Levine 
(Mary Chapin Carpenter) and Bill 
Dillon (Joni Mitchell), and vocal- 
ists Jennifer Kimball (the Story) 
and Patty Griffin. 

“Everyone expects  singer- 
songwriters to be confessional 
and all of this bullshit, but I don’t 
want to use songs as therapy,” 
Paul concludes. True, on the 
enjoyable A Carnival of Voices, he 
opts for the merry-go-round 
instead of the analyst’s couch. @

Smokin’ Joe 
Morris begins to make his mark 


BY ED HAZELL Between 1983 and 1992, with a series 
of five self-produced albums, Joe Morris established 
himself as one of the most important new-jazz guitarists 


in the US. More recently, independent 
labels in Europe and America have caught 
on, releasing, if not exactly a flood, at least 
a stream of new recordings by the Boston- 
area _— guitarist. With Elsewhere 
(Homestead), a stunning new quartet 
album featuring a New York—based band, 
and Three Men Walking (ECM), a poetic 
trio album with Boston-area free improvis- 
ers Joe and Mat Maneri, Morris not only 
continues to assert his originality, he dis- 
plays his versatility as well. 

Morris is the archetypal jazz maverick. 
In the ’80s, he set himself apart from pre- 
vailing trends, leaving fuzzboxes and other 
foot pedals alone, concentrating on the 
pure sound of his guitar. He also kept his 
distance from the postmodern genre 
blenders, rejecting psychedelic country- 
and-western/reggae/hip-hop medleys for 
the development of his own strong voice. 

African and African-American influences 
are embedded in his music, but no histori- 
cal or cultural element predominates. The 
blues and polyrhythms are part of his fab- 
ric, and so are swing and a predilection for 
elaborate, elegant form. You might also 
hear echoes of alto-saxophonist Jimmy 
Lyons in his supple melodies, which rarely 
travel in a straight, smooth line but ping- 
pong over wide intervals and make right- 
angle turns at the damnedest times. His 
tone is narrow and tight, bright in the 
upper registers and dark — at times men- 
acing — in the lower. Pared down to 
essentials, his music has clarity, purity, and 
honesty that few can equal. 

On Elsewhere, Morris is in the company 
of equals: pianist Matthew Shipp, bassist 
William Parker, and drummer Whit 
Dickey, who at the time were a working 
trio and members of the David S. Ware 
Quartet. Morris had played or recorded 
previously with all of them in different 
combinations, so they immediately click. 
Their familiarity with one another results in 
a volatile music that remains in an ener- 
gized state of fluid motion only the best 
improvisers can sustain. 

n the title track, Morris uses a series of 
elaborations on an initial idea, lengthening 
phrases, diverting them into tangents, 
accelerating and decelerating lithe lines, 
then circling back. He’ll sometimes fixate 
on a riff and exhaust it before barreling 








ahead. “Mind’s Eye” displays the same 
mastery of pacing, note placement, and 
tone color. And he swings in the deepest 
sense of the word. 

Morris swirls through a molten matrix 
generated by the quartet. Shipp displays 
uncanny insight into the shape of Morris’s 
lines and the development of his solos. The 
pianist’s chords and contrapuntal melodies 
are unfailingly supportive, adding defini- 
tion to the unfolding music. Parker, who is 
always in perfect harmony with the pulse 
and energy level, finds his own path; he is 
an improviser who contributes most when 
acting independently. Dickey is often a 
subliminal presence, but a vital one, dis- 
persing the beat but never losing the 
music’s underlying pulse. 

On Three Men Walking, the trio of 
Morris, reed player Joe Maneri, and violin- 
ist Mat Maneri focus on color, subtle 
dynamics, and idiosyncratic movement. 
Their chamber free jazz is elliptical and 
oddly affecting, an epic poem told in haiku 
stanzas. With his amalgam of microtonal 
music, Greek and Middle European folk 
music, contemporary classical, and free 
jazz, Maneri conjures up enormous feeling 
with small gestures. After years of playing 
together, not to mention their father-son 
bond, Joe and Mat Maneri enjoy an unusu- 
al sympathy. On “Let Me Tell You,” Mat 
coaxes quiet drones from his custom-made 
six-string violin, making minute shifts in 
voicing to shade the elder Maneri’s peri- 
patetic clarinet solo. Morris’s needle-sharp 
melodies penetrate the mysterious fog of 
clarinet moans and the velvety haze of vio- 
lin tones. Unaccompanied solos by each 
musician are interspersed throughout the 
album, but it’s elusive trio improvisations 
like “Deep Paths” and “Arc and Point” that 
linger in the mind. 

It would be tempting to say that there’s a 
renaissance in the Boston free-jazz and 
improvised music scene. The truth is, 
Morris and Maneri, and a handful of other 
talented Boston-area players, have been 
performing at this level for years. Now the 
rest of the world is hearing them. ®

any people are satisfied with having 

their vision corrected by eyeglasses 
or contact lenses. Others would like to see 
well and to reduce or eliminate their 
dependency on these optical devices 
Perhaps you are aware that there are 
micro-surgical procedures that can 
accomplish this for some people. It is esti- 
mated that several million people around 
the world have had so-called “corneal 
refractive surgery”, but is it for you? The 
following may help you to decide 


HOW DO OPTICAL 
DEVICES WORK? 


yeglasses or contact lenses are used to 

focus light and to compensate for 
refractive conditions of nearsightedness 
(myopia), farsightedness (hyperopia), and 
astigmatism. The eye is somewhat like a 
camera, which has lenses to focus light on 
a film. If the lenses are too strong or weak, 
light does not focus on the film and the 
picture is blurred. In nearsightedness, the 
power of the eye is too strong; and in far- 
sightedness, the power of the eye is too 
weak. Eyeglasses or contact lenses in 
effect artificially reduce the power in near- 
sightedness and increase the power in far- 
sightedness. Light is then focused on the 
“film” inside of the eye (the retina) which 
produces a clearer image and vision. In 
astigmatism, the power of the eye differs 
vertically and horizontally. Eyeglasses or 
contact lenses to compensate for this must 
also have different powers vertically and 
horizontally. Some people have only astig- 
matism, but most astigmats also have 
nearsightedness or farsightedness. When 
the eyeglasses or contact lenses are not 
worn, vision is blurred for the nearsighted 
person at distance, for the farsighted per- 
son more at near than distance, and for the 
astigmatic both at distance and near. The 
amount of blur relates to the degree of 
power needed to focus light properly; and 
the power of eyeglasses or contact lenses 
is described by the term “diopter”. Low 
refractive errors are up to two diopters, 
moderate from two up to four diopters, 
high from four to six diopters, and very 
high over six diopters

HOW DOES CORNEAL 
REFRACTIVE SURGERY 
WORK? 


it directly and permanently changes the 

power of the eye to better focus light on 
the retina. This is accomplished by chang- 
ing the curvature of the cornea, which is 
the clear dome over the colored part of the 
eye (the iris). There are procedures to do 
this for nearsightedness and astigmatism, 
but not yet for farsightedness The proce- 
dures for nearsightedness are called radial 
keratotomy (RK) and photorefractive kera- 
tectomy (PRK), and the procedure for 
astigmatism is termed astigmatic keratoto- 
my (AK). RK involves making four to eight 
fine microscopic incisions in a spoke-like 
(radial) pattern on the mid-peripheral 
cornea. The incisions slightly flatten the 
central cornea, which reduces its power 
and focuses light closer to the retina to 
produce more normal vision. PRK for 
nearsightedness uses a special laser 
(excimer) to vaporize a microscopically 
thin layer of central corneal tissue, which 
also flattens it so that the reduced power 
focuses light closer to the retina. 
Astigmatic keratotomy (AK) is a variation 
of RK in which “relaxing” incisions are pre- 
cisely oriented in the peripheral cornea to 
flatten the more highly curved (astigmatic) 
part of the cornea. AK can be used to cor- 
rect astigmatism alone or used with RK or 
PRK to remedy combined nearsightedness 
and astigmatism 


HOW IS CORNEAL 
REFRACTIVE SURGERY 
PERFORMED? 


= refractive surgery is an outpa- 
ient procedure. Only eyedrop anesthe- 
sia (without injections or intravenous) and 
a mild sedative are used. Procedures are 
customized for the exact amount of near- 
sightedness or astigmatism of each eye 
The total procedure takes about 20 min- 
utes, and the surgery itself lasts about five 
minutes. After surgery, the eye is usually 
not patched; but a combination of antibiot- 
ic and anti-inflammatory eye drops is pre- 
scribed. Due to the sedation, patients 
should not drive themselves home, and

there may be mild to moderate discomfort 
after surgery. Most patients resume occu- 
pational and recreational activities one to 
two days after RK and three to four days 
after PRK. Post-operative examinations are 
typically one day, one week and one month 
after surgery, and then less often. Only one 
eye should be operated on at first, and the 
other eye may have RK two to six weeks 
later or PRK two to three months later. 


iS CORNEAL REFRACTIVE 
SURGERY SAFE AND 
EFFECTIVE? 


ndividuals with low to moderate (up to 

four diopters) nearsightedness or astig- 
matism are more likely to achieve 20/40 or 
better vision without eyeglasses or contact 
lenses. In most states, 20/40 visual acuity 
is required to drive. People with higher 
(over four diopters) nearsightedness or 
astigmatism often have improved uncor- 
rected vision, but they often need to use 
eyeglasses or contact lenses for particular 
visual tasks. 


K and AK have been performed for over 

10 years, while PRK has more recently 
been approved by the Food and Drug 
Administration (F.D.A.). Although all possi- 
ble long-term complications are not yet 
completely known, it would appear that 
serious complications are rare 
Nevertheless, any type of surgery involves 
at least some risk. Common side effects for 
the first several months after corneal refrac- 
tive surgery include increased light and 
glare sensitivity and fluctuating vision dur- 
ing a day or from day to day. Also after the 
corneal tissue has stabilized, the operation 
may have produced an overcorrection or 
undercorrection, which would then require 
a greater use of eyeglasses or contact lens- 
es and/or a surgical enhancement proce- 
dure. The latter may be necessary in up to 
one-third of patients to provide a satisfacto- 
ry visual result. More severe complications 
occur in probably less than one percent of 
cases and include perforations, infections, 
weakened corneal tissue, and scar forma- 
tion. In general these more severe compli- 
cations can be treated, and they differ 
between RK and PRK

You must 
be sufficiently motivated and your expecta- 
tions of the probable results should be con- 
sistent with the likely outcomes of corneal 
refractive surgery. Fourth, you need to ask 
any questions that occur to you to further 
enhance your understanding. All this con- 
Stitutes the pre-operative phase. If it is 
determined that you are an appropriate can- 
didate and you decide to have corneal 
refractive surgery, it is preferable that it be 
done by corneal specialists. Your essential 
post-operative care should be co-managed 
by knowledgeable and concerned corneal 
surgeons and optometrists

INTERBABE CONCERN (Alias). 
How far can you stretch the bound- 
aries of guitar-based pop? 
Probably not as far as Scott Miller, 
who led Game Theory in the ‘80s 
and is now on his third album with 
the Loud Family. After a misguided 
attempt to give his bandmates the 
spotlight on 1994's The Tape of 
Only Linda, he's back in control for 
this album, which apparently came 
from a period of personal 
upheaval. It's the first really hard- 
edged thing he's done, with sud- 
den mood shifts within songs, 
flashes of lyrical bitterness (great 
title #1: “Screwed Over by Stylish 
Introverts”), a harsher tone in both 
his singing and guitar playing 
(great title #2: “Top Dollar 
Survivalist Hardware”), and a string 
of aching closing numbers. (The 
final “Where They Walk over 
Sainte Thérése” — great title #3 — 
has a clenched-teeth vocal that 
turns a lovely tune into an unset- 
tling one.) For all its challenging 
song structures, Interbabe 
Concern is also full of mile-wide 
hooks, garage guitars, and the odd 
cerebral joke: the opening “Sodium 
Laureth Sulfate” has Miller 
announcing “My girlfriend's got 
sodium laureth sulfate” in the same 
tone of voice that a more innocent 
singer might have used for “My 
baby does the hanky-panky.” And it 
probably means the same thing.

*1/2 Smokin’ Joe Kubek Band, 
GOT MY MIND BACK (Bullseye 
Blues). Kubek is a big-framed 
Texas guitarslinger who backed 
Freddy King and toiled in the clubs 
— and obscurity — for years 
before hooking up with singer 
Bnois King and forming this band. 
More power to both. But | take no 
pleasure in hearing Bnois King's 
generally unexciting vocals. He 
manages to avoid injecting any 
personality or charisma, a couple 
of the elements that make up that 
ephemeral quality known as “soul,” 
into just about everything he sings. 
Finally, when the CD's nearly over, 
he manages to give us a little 
craftsmanship, putting vibrato and 
melody and grit into producer Ron 
Levy's well-written ballad “Cryin’ by 
Myself.” 
I'm not askin’ for a lot here; just 
a performance that seems in touch 
with the emotional content of the 
material — as opposed to King's 
usual seemingly rote delivery of 
lyrics. Kubek is a fiery guitarist, 
and his slow blues licks on “Cryin’ 
by Myself,” the post-Hendrix 
phase-shifted haze he generates 
on the instrumental “All the Love 
There Is,” and his biting Freddie 
King injections throughout the CD's 
second instrumental, “Double or 
Nothing,” go a long way. But not far 
enough to carry an entire album 
— Ted Drozdowski 
(Ask Smokin’ Joe Kubek to play 
more guitar when he hits the 
House of Blues, 96 Winthrop Street 
in Harvard Square, this Friday, 
September 20. Call 491-BLUE.) 


**x* Rasputina, THANKS FOR 
THE ETHER (Columbia). The 
brainchild of singer/composer/cel- 
list Melora Creager, a classically 
trained Midwesterner who lent her 
string-bowing talents to Nirvana on 
their final tour, Rasputina come 
front-loaded with novelty appeal 
There's the group's instrumentation 
— three cellists and an occasional 
drumbeat. And then there are the 
outfits: the vintage collection of 
tightly laced Victorian undergar- 
ments that give Creager and her 
cohort (Julia Kent and, now, 
Agnieszka Rybska) the look of 
three anemic characters in search 
of an Anne Rice novel. Just think 
of it as chamber(maid)-pop. 

The arrangements are sharp 
and sophisticated. The songs, 
which range from the spare pot- 
smoking lullaby “Sister Sleep” to 
the thorny yet ethereal vampiric 
love song “Transylvanian 
Concubine,” owe more to goth- 
rockers like Siouxsie and the 
Banshees than to Haydn. And 
Creager's eerie fragile voice, espe- 
cially on the burlesque “Why Don't 
You Do Right?” (a song popular- 
ized in the ‘40s by Peggy Lee), is 
reminiscent of Siouxsie Sioux. 
Rasputina work that sex appeal, all 
right — three tightly corseted 
women sitting on stage with cellos 
between their legs know exactly 
what they're doing — but they 
know what they're doing with the 
music, too.

**1/2 Death Ride 69, SCREAM- 
ING DOWN THE GRAVITY WELL 
(Fifth Column). At the climax of 
the '80s, heavy metal and post- 
new-wave drum-machine-and-sam- 
ples dance music arrived at a 
mutually beneficial conclusion: psy- 
cho dance music could sound evil if 
it grew a backbone and added 
some fuzz; metal could sound post- 
modern futuristic-wastelandish (and 
less 1969-era Sabbath) if it clanked 
and clunked a little more and 
maybe had a beat you could dance 
to. It's now getting harder to pass 
off the mix as futuristic. My Life with 
the Thrill Kill Kult and KMFDM 
sound dated, with beats that can't 
match either the depth of hip-hop 
and techno or the sample-dense 
death-rock groove, visual kitsch, 
and sonic camp of White Zombie. 
So Screaming, a Thrill Kill Kult side 
project, ought to be a death-disco 
cliché with production just a few 
bieepy electronic accents to the left 
of early Ministry. Ought to, but the 
thing continually rocks; the produc- 
tion clichés lay a dirty foundation 
for some of this year's finest heavy- 
metal riffs, outclassing the whole 
Filter/Stabbing Westward/Gravity 
Kills axis. And “Elvis Christ: The 
Resurrection” sports one of the 
catchiest hard-rock riffs since 
Danzig's “Twist of Cain.”

**1/2 Fun Lovin’ Criminals, 
COME FIND YOURSELF (EMI). 
Taking cues from Tribe Called 
Quest — maybe even borrowing a 
little from Parliament — New York 
City's Fun Lovin’ Criminals and 
their debut, Come Find Yourself, 
are, quite frankly, da bomb. 
Marrying some parts funk, some 
parts soul, and all parts boombas- 
tic, the Criminals have just begun 
to taste successes from this 1995 
release. That's due in part to the 
“Scooby Snacks” single — com- 
plete with tons of free publicity 
after Quentin Tarantino demanded 
writing credits for samples of 
Reservoir Dogs and Pulp Fiction 
spliced into the song's message of 
robbery and hallucinogenic plea- 
sure. The opening House of 
Pain4ike “The Fun Lovin’ Criminal” 
addresses the fusion of hip-hop 
and hardcore with full force; 
“Smoke 'Em” and “Methodonia" 
find the criminals deep into their 
roots of smoked jazz and beat 
funk. True to the new school for- 
mulas of hipdom, they manage to 
sample Skynyrd's “Freebird” into 
“Bombin’ the L"; meanwhile traces 
of Love and Rockets precursor

PRANG (2.13.61). Alan Vega's for- 
mer group, Suicide, were the most 
uncompromising, inflammatory out- 
fit to foment in the milieu of the 
Ramones, Talking Heads, and 
Blondie. This pre-no-wave noise 
band never received the adulation 
they deserved; now, with the rise of

(TVT). The Connells hammer out 
working-class rock spiked with 
smart pop choruses; the best 
tracks here are a mixture of filthy 
guitars, melancholy Hammond B-3, 
and rambling, sometimes non- 
sensical lyrics. On “Start,” the band 
pay homage to R.E.M. with a crisp 
vamp and a bright, beautiful cho- 
rus. “Pretty Rough” is a European 
pub song split open with thumping 
drums, a shaker, and a melancholy 
guitar wail; you can almost smell 
the spilt beer. “Let it Go" is a mean, 
grimy biues with a slamming beat. 
Keyboardist Steve Potak chops out 
Jerry Lee Lewis-style piano riffs, 
sliding and falling into a chorus full 
of Motown-style back-up singers. 
Everyone even remembers to add 
the mandatory handclaps on the 
two and four. 

The Connells play best when 
they emulate other bands.

(1996). Forget the season's other 
blockbusters — at the end of the 
summer, this is the one action flick 
people are still lining up to see. The 
movie posits a July Fourth weekend 
that begins with the appearance of 
15-mile-wide flying saucers over 
Earth's major cities. President 
Whitmore (Bill Pullman), a young, 
seemingly ineffectual, inescapably 
Clintonesque commander-in-chief, 
hesitates fatefully when the aliens 
appear; in the end, though, he ral- 
lies the troops with a pep talk as 
Stirring as Henry V's St. Crispin's 
Day speech, and they overcome 
their petty differences and human 
weaknesses and rise to the occa- 
sion. The special effects are top- 
notch, and you'll feel a childlike glee 
at seeing landmarks like the White 
House and the Empire State 
Building blown up. But for all of 
Independence Day's mayhem and 
apocalyptic body count, the film's 
secret is that it's not the least bit 
mean-spirited.

AU (1996). David Thewilis stumbies 
valiantly through H.G. Wells's story 
of a castaway who's taken to a 
remote isiand where the mad Dr. 
Moreau (Marion Brando, in a cross 
between the amiable Sta-Puff 
Marshmaliow Man and the inscruta- 
ble Kurtz) is turning jungle beasts 
into something unspeakable; but 
the plot is almost as confusing as 
the results of Moreau's experi- 
ments. Wells's novel had already 
been filmed twice — the 1933 
Island of Lost Souls, with Charlies 
Laughton, and the 1977 Island of 
Or. Moreau, with Burt Lancaster. 
Maybe John Frankenheimer should 
have left well enough alone.

** 1/2 JACK (1996). The Big-like 
bittersweet comedy of a 10-year-old 
(the inevitable Robin Williams) who 
prematurely ages to 40 years (his 
metabolic rate is four times normal) 
seems better suited to the saccha- 
fine style of director Penny Marshall 
than that of the actual filmmaker, 
Apocalypse Now’s Francis Coppo- 
la. There are a few Coppola 
moments of surrealism and dark- 
ness, but he's hardly the director to 
handle children. When Jack joins 
the fifth grade, the results are stilted 
and grating, with the least convinc- 
ing set of tykes since Sandiot. The 
adult interactions fare better. Jack 
develops a crush on his teacher 
(Jennifer Lopez), but the fact that 
he looks old enough to be her 
father even though he’s young 











enough to be her son makes for a 
strange tension.

*xKILLER: A JOURNAL OF MUR- 
DER (1996). Based on a true 
account, this behind-the-bars bond- 
ing drama is essentially a Junior 
Mints version of The Shawshank 
Redemption or Dead Man Walking. 
James Woods stars as a sadistic, 
one-dimensional killer who makes 
Sean Penn's Matthew Poncelet 
look like a saint. For some reason 
he is befriended by a naive prison 
guard (Robert Sean Leonard) who 
works at Leavenworth because of 
the financial hardships of the Great 
Depression. Woods acts up a 
storm, and Leonard is amiable as 
the wide-eyed idealist, but the often 
laughable script abandons its stars 
on a boorish soapbox about reform 
and how “the system” doesn't work. 
Oddly dedicated to the memory of 
Sam Peckinpah, Killer is a bloody 
enough eulogy, but it sorely lacks 
the master's guts and style.

This tale of a hired hitman who 
plays both sides of a gang war is 
set in Prohibition Texas and stars 
Bruce Willis, Bruce Dern, and 
Christopher Walken.

* *& * 1/2 LONE STAR (1996). A 
brooding meditation on the meaning 
of memory and history, of the 
boundaries between good and evil, 
John Sayles's best film to date is 
also a jolting and engrossing mys- 
tery. When a human skull is found, 
Sheriff Sam Deeds (Chris Cooper) 
starts to investigate, and ail evi- 
dence points to murder committed 
by Sam's dad (Matthew McCon- 
aughey), the Texas border town’s 
former law-and-order man. The 
investigation takes on a lot of 
Oedipal and political baggage, and 
in constructing the town of Frontera 
Sayles creates a microcosm of 
America’s multicultural crossroads.

(1996). Playing a married lawyer in 
midlife crisis, Catherine Deneuve 
delivers perhaps her richest perfor- 
mance as a self-consciously 
Jamesian type who has waited 
through life, marriage, and the rais- 
ing of two now-grown kids for 
something to happen. It never will, 
so she moves out of her designer 
house into an anonymous hotel. 
There the story — which is set in 
southwestern France — gets really 
strange as Deneuve mixes with her 
own family: her stony, obstinate 
mother and her moody, antagonistic 
brother. Both talk to themselves 
and daydream surrealist disasters.

When Perchance 
“Percy” Talbot (Alison Elliott), a 
young paroled convict, settles in a 
Maine town she knows only from 
travel brochures, the local sheriff 
(Gailard Sartain) tries to get her a 
job at the title diner, which is run by 
a crusty, resentful widow (Ellen 
Burstyn). Percy has an uphill battle 
in winning over the hostile town, 
not just because of her criminal 
record but because she's an 
Appalachian hillbilly in Yankee ter- 
ritory.

(1996). What can you say about a 
young girl (Liv Tyler) who goes to 
Italy to get laid? Bernardo 
Bertolucci's first film shot in Italy in 
15 years may be more artful than 
Erich Segal’s Love Story, but it's 
spun from an equally banal and 
slender premise. Tyler (sensual yet 
innocent, a natural for the movies) 
plays a 19-year-old American 
who's come to Italy to visit her 
artist friends. She has a number of 
goals: to enlist the local boy who 
gave her a first kiss in losing her 
virginity; to find her true father (is it 
Jeremy Irons as a slithery play- 
wright?); and to have her portrait 
done by an Irish sculptor (a stolid, 
bristly Donal McCann).

Each film is a perfect.fragment with 
its own twist of mystery; yet it's 
linked to its neighbors. At one 
point, the pianist dismisses his tal- 
ents as good only for certain minu- 
tiae. That is the genius of both the 
film and the man: the ability to 
express the heartbreaking truth of 
the world in the minutiae of notes 
and images.

TIME TO KILL (1989). Don't con- 
fuse this with the current John 
Grisham adaptation A Time To Kill 
(see below) — this one is part of 
the MFA's Abruzzi fest. Based on 
the novel Tempo di uccidere, by 
Ennio Flaiano (who was a screen- 
writer for Fellini), Giuliano Montal- 
do's film stars Nicolas Cage, Ricky 
Tognazzi, Patricia Flora Praxo, and 
Giancarlo Giannini in the story of a 
young Italian soldier, in 1936 
Ethiopia, who leaves his battalion 
in order to find a dentist and 
instead meets a beautiful girl in the 
woods. Museum of Fine Arts. 

@A TIME TO KILL (1996). 
Adopted by Joel Schumacher from 
the turgid bestseller by John 
Grisham, this is a tawdry and 
repugnant melodrama bloated by 
hammy performances, rife with 
implausibility, and studded with 
Hollywood stereotypes of the Deep 
South. Samuel L. Jackson 
demeans himself playing a hard- 
working Mississippian who blows 
away the pair of drunken crackers 
who raped his 10-year-old daugh- 
ter. The case is prosecuted by an 
ambitious DA (Kevin Spacey); 
Jackson is defended by a young 
and flippant local attorney 
(Matthew McConaughey, inexplica- 
bly being touted as the next rising 
star). The trial is tedious, denigrat- 
ing, unbelievable, and crudely 
manipulative. Fortunately, the film 
is so boring and convoluted that 
nobody's going to care about its 
outcome.

* TIN CUP (1996). Director Ron 
Shelton’s premise here is as slick 
as the greens at Augusta: a hard- 
scrabble Texas driving-range golf 
pro (Kevin Costner), unfairly 
excluded from the PGA tour by 
those pampered country-club 
Republican types, qualifies for the 
US Open and demonstrates what a 
good ol’ boy can do. In the process 
he shows up an old college 
pal/rival (Don Johnson) and steals 
his pal’s psychologist girlfriend 
(Rene Russo, enacting a sillier ver- 
sion of Cheers’ Rebecca Howe). 
Despite the presence of numerous 
actual PGA players and CBS 
announcers (who outact Costner 
and Russo), the golf sequences 
are strictly out of bounds, as is Don 
Johnson's hypocritical jerk of a vil- 
lain. If only Shelton had cast, say, 
Susan Sarandon for Russo and 
focused on a sport he knows 
something about — baseball, for 
example.

**THE TIN DRUM (1979). Volker 
Schléndorff's Oscar-winning film 
version of Ginter Grass's 
“grotesque epic” — the history of 
20th-century Germany as viewed 
by a boy who refuses to grow up. 
Played by David Bennent, a 13- 
year-old who resembles a horribly 
shrunken David Hemmings, the 
protagonist is a nasty, self-cen- 
tered kid who beats incessantly on 
his drum to keep adults at bay, and 
whose infantilism is meant to 
reflect the infantilism of Germany 
under the Nazis. Schiéndorff 
shows a demonic visual invention 
in the scenes of grotesquerie, but 
he severs the powerful symbolic 
images from their meanings, so 
that Grass's resonant epic is 
reduced to a parade of horrors.

**1/2 TOY STORY (1995). The 
first fully computer-animated fea- 
ture, from Disney, is about the age- 
old child's fantasy that our toys are 
alive when we aren't around to see 
them, and that they have feelings 
too. Cowboy doll Woody (vocalized 
by Tom Hanks) is afraid he'll be 
cast aside for dunderheaded astro- 
naut figure Buzz Lightyear (Tim 
Allen); the story has to do with how 
Woody and Buzz learn to trust 
each other. Director John Lasseter 
keeps things moving along at a 
good pace, and the length, 75 min- 
utes, feels just right. What's odd, 
and unsettling, is the way this 
state-of-the-art animation uses the 
toys to make a case for homy 
wholesomeness. With the voices of

exe 1/2 TRAINSPOTTING 
(1996). An exhilarating flurry of 
episodes in the lives of down-and- 
out Edinburgh junkies, Train- 
spotting is bravely unapologetic 
and uncompromising in depicting 
the horrors and hilarity, the 
debasement and dementia of 
those who “choose not to choose 
life.” A key to the film's success is 
director Danny Boyle’s breakneck- 
paced black-humored social surre- 
alism, which is set to a surging 
rock soundtrack. It brilliantly re-cre- 
ates the junkie’s agonies and 
ecstasies and the seductive high of 
youthful transgression. The worid 
of Trainspotting, a grimly whimsical 
mix of A Clockwork Orange and A 








Hard Day’s Night, offers an engag- 
ing collection of human wreckage.

* * x x UMBERTO D. (1952). In 
post-World War li Rome, an elderly 
man struggles between his poverty 
and his pride. Vittorio de Sica's 
film, written with his celebrated col- 
laborator Cesare Zavattini, is one 
of the great movies; the depth of 
their portrayal of the central char- 
acter (played by a nonprofessional, 
Carlo Battista) almost suggests 
King Lear. Among many unforget- 
table scenes, perhaps the most 
powerful — and painful — is one in 
which Umberto, forced to beg but 
unable to bend to the act, places 
his little dog in the square with a 
hat in his mouth while the old man 
hides behind a pillar. With Maria 
Pia Casilio and Lina Gennari

**AN UNFORGETTABLE SUM- 
MER (1994). Set in 1925 in the dis- 
puted frontier between Romania 
and Bulgaria, Lucian Pintilié's fable 
centers on Marie-Thérése von 
Debretsy (Kristin Scott-Thomas), a 
Hungarian raised in England, 
who's the refined and beautiful wife 
of runty Captain Petre Dumitriu 
(Claudiu Bleont). When her 
Prussian-rigid husband is ordered 
to kill some Bulgarian hostages, 
she bonds with the prisoners. The 
film is too self-consciously patina'd 
in lovely cinematography and peri- 
od costumes to reveal much of the 
brutality and nobility that causes 
neighbors to massacre one anoth- 
er over the centuries. At best 
Pintilié attains the operatic superfi- 
ciality of an Istvan Szabo; at his 
worst he's a subpar Eastern 
European version of Merchant-

*1/2 A VERY BRADY SEQUEL 
(1996). This limp sequel to the 
1995 The Brady Bunch Movie 
stokes the sexual inferno between 
the eldest Brady stepsiblings, who 
share an attic bedroom and a 
moment of spit-swapping hot 
enough to charbroil Alice's meat- 
loaf. Adding to the familial intrigue, 
a handsome stranger (Tim 
Matheson) introduces himself as 
the Brady girls’ biological father, 
prompting Mike (Gary Cole) to 
question his manhood and Carol 
(Shelley Long, still awaiting The 
Cheers Movie) to consider divorce 
At its best (which is not often), the 
new Brady movie outgrosses 
Married with Children by tweaking 
the incestuous underbelly of the 
family sit-com.
